LONGMANS 
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BOOKS ON MODERN LONDON 
PUBLISHED IN THE FIVE YEARS 1949-53 


T. F. REDDAWAY 


“LONDON defies definition ’. Books about it have appeared in ever- 
increasing numbers since John Stow produced his great Survey of London 
(itself many times reprinted) in 1598. This article, severely selective though 
it must be, cannot, even so, be comprehensive. Its limits are drastic, both in 
time and in scope. It seeks only to list books which may help a visitor from 
overseas, and includes only books which have appeared in the last five years. 


For such a visitor there are many guide books and many maps. Choice 
may be difficult, but the Short Guide to London (7th edition, 1953, Benn, 15s.) 
edited by L. Russell Muirhead, Karl Baedeker, London and its Environs 
(20th edition, 1951, Allen & Unwin, 15s.), and the Ward Lock Guide to 
London (sgth edition, 1953, Ward, Lock, 7s.6d.) are all well-tested and as 
well-liked as only a good guide book can be. In difficulties the Post Office 
London Directory for 1953 (1953, Kelly’s Directories, 100s.) provides maps, 
streets and their house numbers, and a mass of valuable information ranging 
from law and parliament to banking and churches. More human and 
stimulating are Nikolaus Pevsner, The Buildings of England, Middlesex (1951, 
7s.6d. cloth; 3s.6d. paper covers) and London (Except the Cities of London and 
Westminster) (1952, 8s.6d. cloth; 6s. paper covers) each published by Penguin 
Books, Harmondsworth, and William Kent, London for Americans (1950, 
Staples Press, 7s.6d.). These, with the excellent series of maps of various 
scales and prices published by Ordnance Survey (H.M. Stationery Office), 
John Bartholomew and Sons (Edinburgh) and ‘Geographia’ Ltd. should 


equip anyone anxious to go out and explore for himself. 
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Akin to guide books, but with stronger historical and literary strains, 
are two skilfully written, time-tested books: H. V. Morton, In Search of 
London (1951, Methuen, 15s.) and Harold P. Clunn, The Face of London 
(1952, Phoenix House, 30s.). Designed in the form of walks or drives they 
will enhance the pleasure of either. Coupled with these, for easy instruction 
in many things from hotels and shopping to air lines and museums, are 
John Metcalf, London A to Z (1953, André Deutsch, 5s. boards; 2s.6d. paper 
covers) and F. Alder, Good Time Guide to London (1951, Harrap, 12s.6d.), 
whilst F. Marshall, The London Week-End Book (1953, Seeley Service, 12s.6d.), 
a revised edition, in a smaller format, of The London Book (1951, 25s.), sets 
out to ‘reflect the living London’ in a series of short chapters on its daily life. 


Foreigners’ impressions of that daily life may be found in Henrik V. 
Ringsted, From a Garden in London (1952, Cape, 15s.), in Chiang Yee, The 
Silent Traveller in London(8th impression, 1951, Country Life, 18s.) and in Paul 
Cohen-Portheim, The Spirit of London (3rd edition, 1950, Batsford, 12s.6d.). 
Though the second two ‘date’, in the last a supplementary chapter by 
Raymond Mortimer focuses the changes, social and economic, brought by 
war and reconstruction, and the three by their contrasts make an interesting 
illustration of some twenty years of chequered history. 


Actual illustrations abound, for picture books on London are endless. 
Excellent examples are the Country Life Picture Book of London (1951, Country 
Life, 12s.6d.) with a sequel in 1952, Helmut Gernsheim, Beautiful London 
(1950, Phaidon Press, 20s.), H. F. Hutchison, Pageant of London (1951, 
Odhams Press, 12s.6d.), Izis Bidermanas, Gala Day London (1953, Harvill 
Press, 63s.) and, with charming sketches, the Danish Ebbe Sadolin’s 
Wanderings in London (1950, Methuen). These give due importance to the 
much photographed show places, but include sensibly chosen scenes of 
normal everyday life. 


A comprehensive written background to those illustrations is hard to find. 
Popular re-hashes of history and legend are many, but few come down to 
modern times and fewer still are reliable. Most of the boroughs include 
short modern historical sections in their guides and the County Books Series 
(Hale, 18s. a volume) gives six volumes to the various regions of London: 
Harry Williams, South London (1949); Godfrey James, London: the Western 
Reaches (1950); Douglas Newton, London West of the Bars (1951); Robert 
Colville, London: the Northern Reaches (1951); Claud Golding, London: the 
City (1951) and Robert Sinclair, East London (1951). Patchy and far from 
ideal, this series is, even so, probably the best available. 


Special aspects of London’s life and its special institutions and collections 
have been more fortunate. Here, for the central core of London, the five 
years have produced a superbly illustrated short history and descriptive list 
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of The Crown Jewels and other Regalia in the Tower of London by Major- 
General H. D. W. Sitwell, edited by C. Winchester (1953, the Viscount 
Kemsley at the Dropmore Press, 105s.) and the City Corporation has shown 
both its past and present importance in an account of its many activities, 
The Corporation of London: its Origin, Constitution, Powers and Duties (1950, 
Oxford University Press, 7s.6d.). Westminster, the second germ of modern 
London, has been specially well served. Mr. Lawrence E. Tanner’s two 
histories Westminster School (1951, Country Life, 30s.) and The History and 
Treasures of Westminster Abbey (1953, Pitkin Pictorials, 17s.6d.), H. A. St.G. 
Saunders, Westminster Hall (1952, Michael Joseph, 21s.) and The Houses of 
Parliament, photographed by Hans Wild, with an introduction by James 
Pope-Hennessy (1953, Batsford, 16s.) are models of their kind. The London 
County Council’s Royal Festival Hall (1951, Max Parrish, 30s.) is a bravely 
modern description of a bravely modern experiment, and Storey Graham's 
Reuter’s Centenary 1851-1951 (1951, Max Parrish, 10s.6d.) the history of a 
news agency whose organisation and determined independence will interest 
many. J. Langdon-Davies, Westminster Hospital 1719-1948 (1952, Murray, 
21s.) and C. G. T. Dean, The Royal Hospital, Chelsea (1950, Hutchinson, 21s.) 
cover the notable histories of two hospitals alike only in that they are of the 
essence of London. 


Various special aspects are described in many books. R. S. R. Fitter has 
followed his London’s Natural History (1945) with a charming London's Birds 
(1949, Collins, 10s.6d.). The Metropolitan Water Board’s London’s Water 
Supply 1903-1953 (1953, Staples Press, 15s.) is necessarily factual, but interest- 
ing and lightened by good illustrations. F. H. Howson, London’s Underground 
(1952, Ian Allan, 12s.6d.) treats that system of transport in the genre of a 
modest documentary film, while L. M. Harrod, The Libraries of Greater 
London (1951, Bell, 25s.) has produced a useful key to the riches stored in 
London’s many libraries, public and private. By contrast, the modern 
sociologist may find golden material in E. Jacques, The Changing Culture of a 
Factory (1951, Tavistock Publications, 28s.) and H. A. Clegg, Labour 
Relations in London Transport (1951, Blackwell, Oxford, 17s.6d.). 


For the Londoner—Cockney or Greater Londoner—and for the Thames, 
the two all-important bases of any description of modern London, there is 
much that is trivial, little of importance. Julian Franklyn, The Cockney: a 
Survey of London Life and Language (1953, André Deutsch, 18s.) deals mainly 
with the working class, his section on Cockney speech being perhaps the 
best. The London of government offices has not yet escaped from the 
transience of memoir writers though George S. Dugdale, Whitehall through 
the Centuries (1950, Phoenix House, 21s.) struggles to sketch in the historical 
background. The importance of the greater clubs, dwindling, but still 
potent, has unfortunately attracted few writers during these five years. 
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P. Colson, White's 1693-1950 (1951, Heinemann, 25s.), lightly written and 
stronger in anecdote than social study, gives something of the atmosphere of 
their heydey, while Rachel Ferguson, Royal Borough (1950, Cape, 15s.) is 
an interesting example of the reminiscing and topographical histories of 
those more wealthily peopled districts which have kept a local patriotism 
and some approach to an identity of their own. For the areas beyond the 
boundaries of the London County Council, Michael Robbins, in Middlesex 
(1953, Collins, 42s.), is able both to write of history, collect topographical 
information and to diagnose the difficulty of maintaining a vigorous local 
government in the urban sprawl of ever-greater London. For the serious- 
minded visitor that difficulty and some of the measures by which order is 
kept and the visitor provided for in tranquillity are shown in the annual 
reports of the Commissioner of Police for the Metropolis (H.M. Stationery 
Office, 3s.6d.), whilst the make-up of London’s population and many facts 
about its government and housing appear in Census 1951, County Report— 
London (1953, H.M. Stationery Office, 22s.6d.). 


The Thames has fared badly. Many travel books sketch it from its source 
to the beginning of tidal waters at Teddington, but few deal with the lower 
reaches from which so much of London’s wealth derives. A visitor unable to 
traverse those reaches and thereby construct his own commentary may read 
the pleasing description, mainly architectural and historical, by Martin S. 
Briggs in Down the Thames (1949, Jenkins, 15s.) which includes chapters on 
the tideway. For the river below London Bridge, H.M. Tomlinson, London 
River (1951, Cassell, 10s.6d.), in an enlarged edition of his much older book, 
brings the same sound knowledge and evokes the same admiration. For the 
port itself and the Authority which runs it, there is need of an up-to-date 


study. For current information, crisply given, Frank C. Bowen, Port of 


London Guide (1953, Coram, 25s.) is perhaps the best available. 


The visitor interested either in those past architects whose work is writ 
large over present-day London or in the planners designing for the future 
has a wider choice. John Summerson has written an excellent life of Nash, 
John Nash, Architect to King George IV (2nd edition, 1949, Allen & Unwin, 
16s.), and for Sir Christopher Wren, who has suffered an embarrassment of 
biographers, 1953 added the very readable Wren the Incomparable by Martin S. 
Briggs (1953, Allen & Unwin, 35s.). The planners entail harder going. 
C. H. Holden and W. G. Holford, The City of London: a Record of Destruction 
and Survival (1951, Architectural Press for the Corporation of London, 25s.) 
reprints the consultants’ proposals for reconstruction, and includes a sketch 
of the city’s history, brilliant photographs of the destruction and a popular 
exposition of the plans for the rebuilding. This is a notable volume. In a 
humbler setting but careful, detailed and interesting is D. L. Munby, 
Industry and Planning in Stepney (1951, Oxford University Press, 30s.) which 
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includes within its scope replanning and the dispersal of industry. The 
county plans published respectively in 1951 by the county councils of 
London and of Middlesex are a fascinating contrast with most of the muddled 
haphazardness of the earlier unplanned streets. How far the plans will be 
implemented is unknown, but as a survey of the present and a blue-print 
for the future they are invaluable. The full Administrative County of London 
Development Plan 1951 includes a statement (15s.) and an analysis (30s.) and 
these, like The County of Middlesex Development Plan, 1951 (57s.) will 
probably satisfy all but the technically interested. For the latter, there are, 
to take the London County Council as an example, general maps (£39), 
development area maps (£32 15s.) and designation maps (£16 15s.). 


A brief study cannot include the guides and short histories available in 
the collections and art galleries, or detail the specialised official publications 
on London, ranging from the Meteorological Office’s A Century of London 
Weather (1952, H.M. Stationery Office, 15s.) to the various borough guides, 
but it must add a note on anthologies and reference books. Of the former 
Hugh and Pauline Massingham, The London Anthology (1950, Phoenix House, 
25s.) prints well-chosen extracts from a vast literature. Of the latter, 
William Kent, An Encyclopaedia of London (1951, Dent, 20s.), a revised 
version of the 1937 edition, is fascinating browsing and a most useful 
reference book. 


The conclusion of this summary must be simple—that reached in Oliver 
Warner’s Treasures in London (1949, Longmans, Green for the British 
Council, 2s.)—in the life and literature of modern London ‘liberal enter- 
tainment awaits those with energy to seek and eyes to see’ or, in Dryden’s 
phrase ‘ here is God’s plenty ’, wide open for every enquiring visitor. 


Note: As banking and finance may be the subject of a future article, they have not been dealt 
with here.

BRITISH MUSEUM SUBJECT INDEX OF MODERN BOOKS 

ACQUIRED 1941-45. British Museum, 168s. 1953. 254 cm. 1,182 pages. 

This volume contains approximately 58,750 titles covering publications of all 
countries of European and Western civilisation arranged alphabetically by subjects. 
The arrangement of the sub-divisions under subjects follows that of the earlier 
Indexes but a minor change has been adopted for the sub-divisions under language, 
which now are arranged logically instead of alphabetically. Several new scientific 
headings have been introduced and in some cases outmoded geographical nomen- 
clature has been brought up to date. A brief introduction includes notes on the scope 
of some of the sub-headings under countries and states that Bibles, prayer-books, 
novels, poems, plays, editions of collected works of authors and miscellaneous 
essays are not included. (016) 


THE YEAR’S WORK IN ENGLISH STUDIES. Vol. XXXII: 19sr. 
Edited by F. S. Boas and Beatrice White. Oxford University Press for the English 
Association, 21s. 1953. 224.cm. 312 pages. Indexes. 

All serious students of English language and literature, and many librarians and 

booksellers, will be glad that this annual survey has now so nearly overtaken its 

wartime arrears and has regained its pre-war length. The Year’s Work provides as 
usual a critical guide to all the most important books, and many articles in periodicals, 
dealing with its subject, and its fifteen chapters, all written by specialists, range from 

Literary History and Criticism: General Works, by Professor Geoffrey Bullough, 

and Old English, by Professor R. M. Wilson, to The Nineteenth Century and After, 

by Beatrice White, Elizabeth Brockhurst, Marjorie Thompson and F. $. Boas, 

and Bibliographica, by Herbert J. Davies. (016-82) 


ANNUAL BULLETIN OF HISTORICAL LITERATURE. 
No. XXXVIII. Dealing with Publications of the Year 1952. Edited by George 
Richard Potter. George Philip for the Historical Association, 2s.6d. 1953. 214 cm. 
60 pages. Index. Paper covers. 

This bibliography adheres to the plan adopted in previous years whereby English 

and European history is dealt with by periods from the earliest times to the nineteenth 

century, with separate sections for Asia, Africa and the New World and Contemporary 

History 1914-51. Altogether there are references, with brief notes by the various 

contributors, to over 700 publications. (016-9)

THIS I BELIEVE. The Personal Philosophies of One Hundred Thoughtful 
Men and Women in All Walks of Life. Edited by Edward P. Morgan. Foreword 
by Edward R. Murrow. Hamish Hamilton, 12s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 224 pages. 

This highly interesting book, which was first published in the United States, 

contains statements of personal belief by prominent figures in British and American 
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life—scientists, historians, artists, poets, politicians, journalists—and its purpose, 
according to the foreword, is not to tell the reader what to believe but to help him 
to recognise some of the signposts that have been meaningful to others. The 
contributions are refreshingly frank and in so far as a common creed can be extracted 
from them it may perhaps be found in a belief in the dignity of man and the sacredness 
of truth and beauty. (204) 


NATURAL RELIGION AND CHRISTIAN THEOLOGY. First 
Series: SCIENCE AND RELIGION. Second Series: EXPERIENCE 
AND INTERPRETATION. Charles E. Raven. Cambridge University Press, 
21s. each. 1953. 22}. cm. 236: 236 pages. Notes. Index. (Gifford Lectures, 1951 
and 1952) 

The main purpose of these lectures is to interpret science and religion in a way that 

may overcome the cleavage between them in contemporary thought. Canon Raven 

complains that theologians have too often disparaged the natural order, thus ignoring 
the unity of the natural and the supernatural, while scientists have vielded to the 
tyranny of mechanistic categories and encouraged a distorted view of science. In 
the first series, which is largely historical, the early chapters review the attitude 
towards nature in the Bible, the early Church and medieval thought. The rise and 
development of the scientific movement in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
are then described with special reference to the achievements of botanists and 
zoologists who led the way towards the adoption of organic and ‘holistic’ or integ- 
rative categories. If science is advancing towards an integrative view of nature and 
history, Christian doctrine should be so restated as to bring out the essential kinship 
of nature and grace, and the personal should replace the legal and the metaphysical. 

It is with this task that the second volume is concerned. These fascinating, provocative 

and eloquent studies reveal and often conceal immense learning and unusual insight. 

Our debt to the author is considerable even if he has not wholly succeeded where 

others have so conspicuously failed. It may be observed that he has not always done 

full justice to the service rendered by mechanistic theories and that the Gospel which 

emerges from his restatement seems rather different from the Catholic Faith. (215) 


THE UNITY OF THE BIBLE. H. H. Rowley. Carey Kingsgate Press, 15s. 
1953. 22 cm. 212 pages. Indexes. 


In this stimulating and lucid exposition Professor Rowley, of Manchester University, 
contends that, while diversity and unity must be perceived together in the Bible, a 
continuing purpose runs through all which makes a library also a Book. After 
a survey of the Old Testament in which we are enabled to see that the Old looks 
forward to something which should follow and that ‘that something is not post- 
biblical Judaism’, he discusses the measure of unity between the Testaments in 
relation to their teaching about God and man, the fulfilment of Promise, the Cross 
and the Sacraments. (220) 


THE TEXT OF THE EPISTLES. The Schweich Lectures of the British 
Academy 1946. G. Zuntz. Oxford University Press for the British Academy, 273.6d. 
1953. 25 cm. 314 pages. Indexes. 

Those scholars who have the highly specialised equipment required for the textual 

criticism of the New Testament will find in this ‘disquisition upon the Corpus 

Paulinum’ a contribution of outstanding merit. The author submits that the primitive 

Pauline corpus or collection of epistles was produced probably in Alexandria about 
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A.D. 100 and edited with variant readings. He examines the textual problems with 
reference to the different families of manuscripts, especially the Chester Beatty 
papyrus discovered in 1931, discusses types of variant readings and tests his 
conclusions in the light of the writings of the early Fathers. (227) 


BAPTISM AND THE ANGLICAN REFORMERS. G. W. Bromiley. 
Lutterworth Press, 21s. 1953. 22 cm. 252 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 


The doctrine of Baptism looms large in present ecumenical discussions and 
Mr. Bromiley has rendered a valuable service not only to historical theology but to 
inter-Church relations by providing a clear, scholarly and well-documented account 
of the teaching of the Anglican Reformers of the sixteenth century. In chapters 
dealing with the meaning and necessity of the sacrament, the participants, the rite 
itself and the underlying idea of grace, he shows that the Anglicans were in funda- 
mental agreement with their fellow-Reformers in the repudiation of the traditional 
doctrine and in the proud acceptance of the evangelical interpretation of the Christian 
Faith. He further contends that, since the more official Anglican formularies were 
understood predominantly in a Reformed sense, there is nothing on the issue of 
baptism to hinder communion between Anglicans and the Lutheran or the Reformed 
Churches. (265-1) 


CORPUS CHRISTI. Essays on the Church and the Eucharist. E. L. Mascall. 
Longmans, 15s. 1953. 19 cm. 200 pages. Index. 


Believing that the time is ripe for the Church of England to recover the lost unity 
of a fully Catholic theology, the author discusses first the conception of the unity of 
the Church as a reality of the sacramental order and then the nature of the Eucharistic 
rite, Sacrifice and Presence. He concludes with essays on the sacramental teaching 
of St. Thomas Aquinas, Bishop Gore, ‘Private Masses’ and extra-liturgical devotions. 
These erudite chapters deserve careful study, although they suffer in places from a 
seemingly superficial acquaintance with Reformation theology. (265-3) 


ADVOCATES OF REFORM. From Wyclif to Erasmus. Edited by Matthew 
Spinka. S.C.M. Press, 30s. 1953. 2340m. 400 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
(Library of Christian Classics) 

The publishers are rendering a great service to religious thought by making accessible 

to the general reader selections from the most representative Christian treatises 

written before the end of the sixteenth century. This volume contains writings by 

Wyclif, John Hus and Erasmus, as well as extracts from the works of the lesser 

known Conciliarists, the prophets of papal reform. In the selections from Wyclif, 

we have his treatises on the Pastoral Office and the Eucharist—not perhaps the best 
choice. A brief introduction precedes the translations, which are new, and where 
necessary, the author’s meaning is elucidated by explanatory notes. (270°5) 


THE REFORMATION IN ENGLAND. Vol. Il. Religio Depopulata. 


Philip Hughes. Hollis & Carter, 42s. 1953. 25 cm. 392 pages. 32 plates. 2 maps. 
Bibliographical note. Index. 


The King’s Proceedings, the first volume of this full-scale study, won acceptance 
from historians as a serious contribution to historical scholarship, and from the 
general public as an absorbing, well-written narrative. It told the story of the first 
phase of the breach with Rome under Henry VIII. The present volume traces the 
progress of the movement from the fall of Cromwell in 1540 to the reconciliation 
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with Rome under Mary. The high standard set in the first volume is fully maintained. 
This is no glib repetition of the work of other historians: it is a work of critical 
scholarship by a writer well versed in historical method, and trained in theological 
learning. It takes into account the criticism and research of recent historians, and aims 
at independent judgments based on first-hand study of the evidence. (274°2) 


A HISTORY OF THE CHURCH IN ENGLAND. J. R. H. Moorman. 
Black, 25s. 1953. 24 cm. 480 pages. Bibliographies. Index. 
The author is to be congratulated on the success which he has achieved in compressing 
within relatively narrow limits a lively yet reliable account of the history of the 
Christian Church in England from the earliest times to the present day. The work 
is divided into four parts: The Roman and Anglo-Saxon period, the Middle Ages, 
the Reformation and after, and the Industrial Age. The book, which is admirably 
arranged, should prove of great value not only as an introduction for students of 
Church history but to all who are interested in the story of the English Church.

THE THIRD WORLD CONFERENCE ON FAITH AND ORDER. 
Held at Lund, August rsth to 28th, 1952. Edited by Oliver S. Tomkins. S.C.M. 
Press, 218. 1953. 224 cm. 380 pages. Indexes. 
The purpose of the third Conference was to examine the measure of unity already 
achieved among the Churches and to mark out the path of advance towards full 
unity. This report contains the message of the Conference to the Churches, based in 
part upon the findings of the various Commissions set up to consider such questions 
as ways of worship, the nature of the Church, Intercommunion; a history of the 
movement from the Edinburgh conference in 1937 to 1953, and a full account 
of the proceedings at Lund. (280-1) 


THE CATHOLIC DIRECTORY, 1954. 117th year of issue. Burns Oates 
& Washbourne, 15s. 1953. 224. cm. 938 pages. Indexes. 
This issue of the Catholic Directory contains a Catholic and general almanac, 
information about the Catholic Hierarchy, in particular of the British Common- 
wealth and Ireland, and lists the dioceses of Great Britain with parishes, clergy, hours 
of service, etc. The map section showing where Mass is regularly celebrated now 
includes the dioceses of Scotland. The lists of names and addresses of the priests of 
Great Britain is followed by information about Catholic organisations which includes 
for the first time Training Colleges for Teachers, and Catholic Chaplains to the 
Universities. The last part gives brief details of some Catholic schools. (282-05) 


THE EVANGELICALS AT OXFORD, 1735-1871. A Record of an 
Unchronicled Movement. J. S. Reynolds. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 1953. 22 cm. 
224 pages. 10 portraits. Biographical appendix. Bibliography. Index. 


This careful and competent work seeks to dispel the illusion, sometimes encouraged 
by historians of the period, that, after the expulsion of six undergraduates from 
Oxford in 1768 for their ‘evangelical’ practices, the evangelical movement in the 
university withered and its activities flourished in Cambridge. Mr. Reynolds 
produces conclusive evidence that the Oxford Evangelicals continued to be an 
effective force not only in St. Edmund Hall, at one time their stronghold, but in 
other colleges and produced outstanding leaders throughout the nineteenth century. 
The limited scope of this book precludes examination of the eventual decline of the 
movement. (283-42) 
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SACRED BOOKS OF THE WORLD. A Companion Source-Book to 
Comparative Religion. A. C. Bouquet. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1954. 18 cm. 
344 pages. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 


An anthology of sacred writings ranging from the earliest times to the twentieth 
century. First, we have fragments of chants of extreme antiquity and these are 
followed by specimens of temple hymns and moral instruction belonging to the 
ancient polytheisms of Babylon and Egypt. The third part covers the period from 
the greater Upanishads to the first century A.D. and finally we have extracts from the 
post-biblical era including the Talmud and the Qur’an. An illuminating commentary 
by Dr. Bouquet enhances the value of this admirable collection. (290° 8) 


SOCIAL SCIENCES 


WHITAKER’S ALMANACK, 10954. 86th annual volume. Whitaker, 
Library edition, leather bound, with 16 coloured maps, 30s.; Complete edition, 
cloth bound, 15s.; Shorter edition, paper covers, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 1,190: 1,190: 
694 pages. Tables. Index. 


The Coronation year Whitaker has, as a new feature, sixteen pages of illustrations. 
A survey of British Music and Opera is added and information on the London 
Teaching Hospitals—omitted since 1939—is restored. The National Health Service 
is described and the article on the U.S.A. is rewritten. Whitaker is justly famous 
as the handy, comprehensive and indispensable reference book dealing especially 
with the British Isles but having a world coverage. It is a mine of information on 
the constitution, government, public services, population and many other matters 
of all countries, and the present issue fully maintains its high reputation. (305)

TAKING STOCK. Aspects of Mid-century Life in Australia. Edited by 
W. V. Aughterson. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia): Angus & Robertson (London), 
12s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 208 pages. 

Dr. Aughterson, Senior Lecturer in Education in the University of Melbourne, 

aided by ten other scholars and experts, has produced an extremely interesting 

symposium on the Australian civilisation. It is selective in that no attempt has been 
made to study all aspects, but the importance of the subjects included cannot be 
over-emphasised—the problem of assimilation of migrants from Great Britain 
and Europe; Australia’s relations with the rest of the world, particularly East Asia; 
the Australian economy; the Australian government; the effectiveness of the Australian 
educational system are some of the main topics. A list of contributors, with their 
qualifications and publications, is included. (309°94)

THE MACHINERY OF SELF-GOVERNMENT. David Kimble. 
Penguin Books, 1s.6d. 1953. 18cm. 124 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(West African Penguins) 

‘This book’, states the foreword ‘is an introduction to the political machinery of 

self-government. It does not provide all the answers, but it attempts to outline a 

theory of government, and to suggest some of the questions that arise in making 

and operating constitutions in West Africa.’ Examples are freely drawn from 

Britain and other countries of the Commonwealth. (325°31)

NIGERIA. Report of the Fiscal Commissioner on the Financial Effects of the 
Proposed New Constitutional Arrangements. Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery 
Office, 1s.6d. 1953. 24cm. 42 pages. Paper covers. (Command Paper 9026) 

The object of this enquiry by Mr. A. L. Chick was to assess the financial consequences 

of the re-allocation of functions as between the Centre and the Regions, following 

the summer 1953 conference in London on the revised Nigerian constitution. The 

Report makes a number of recommendations on the allocation of revenues, and on 

what items should properly be Regional and what Central. A supplementary enquiry, 

laid down by the terms of reference, relates to the Southern Cameroons and the 

financial possibility of its becoming a separate Region. (325342) 


UGANDA PROTECTORATE: WITHDRAWAL OF RECOGNI- 
TION FROM KABAKA MUTESA II OF BUGANDA. Colonial 
Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 1s.6d. 1953. 244m. 48 pages. Paper covers. 
(Command Paper 9028) 

This White Paper, issued shortly after the arrival of the Kabaka of Uganda in 

England, briefly gives the background of the Uganda Agreement of 1900, on which 

relations between Buganda and the Protecting Power rest (the Agreement is printed 

as an appendix). An account is then given of the sequence of events, beginning with 
the Secretary of State’s speech of 30 June 1953 hinting at federation, and concluding 
with the final interview between the Kabaka and the Governor. Correspondence 
between them, the Memorandum of the Lukiko prepared at the end of September, 
and other relevant documents, are printed. (325°342) 


THE INDIAN YEAR BOOK OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, 
1952. Edited by C. H. Alexandrowicz. Published under the auspices of the 
Indian Study Group of International Affairs, University of Madras. Stevens & 
Sons, 20s. 1953. 254 cm. 328 pages. Index. 

This first volume reproduces mainly the papers prepared by the members of a Study 

Group of International Affairs in the University of Madras. The main emphasis is 

on international relations but it is planned that future volumes will have more 

contributions on international law and international economics. Most of the seventeen 
articles deal with international problems in relation to India and the countries of 
the Far East, but there are also contributions on international organisations. These 
are followed by nine research papers in the form of notes, a section on Indian 
decisions on international law, book reviews, and lists of treaties and publications. 
This volume sets a high standard for future years. (327) 


CANADA AND THE FAR EAST, 1940-1953. H. F. Angus. University 
of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $3-50. 1953. 23 cm. 138 pages. Bibliographical 
footnotes. Index. 

Issued under the auspices of the Canadian Institute of International Affairs and the 

Institute of Pacific Relations, Toronto, this is a fully documented history of each 

step and facet of Canada’s recent relations with China, Japan, the Philippines, 

=< Mer India, Pakistan and Ceylon. The author shows how Canada’s membership 
in the British Commonwealth and the United Nations has intensified this connection 
which would, geographically in any case, have been there. More recently, cultural 
influences, through missionaries and immigration, and economic, through the various 
forms of post-war assistance, have been superimposed on the political and geo- 
graphical aspects. There is little evaluation but all is briefly and authoritatively 
described by an expert in the field. (327°71)

THE CROFTING PROBLEM. Adam Collier. Cambridge University Press 
for the University of Glasgow: Department of Social and Economic Research, 25s. 
1953. 234 cm. 208 pages. 8 illustrations. 2 figures. Endpaper maps. Tables. Index. 
(Social and Economic Studies) 
Mr. Collier, who died in 1945, wrote this book after undertaking much of the 
research towards the Hilleary Report on the Highlands and Islands issued in 1938 
by the Scottish Economic Committee. It describes the mode of life in the ‘crofting 
counties’ of the Highlands and Islands, where people combine the cultivation of their 
small strips of land with some other occupation, such as fishing. The work is based 
where possible on statistical data, and gives reliable information on the economic 
conditions and problems of the region and of the individual crofter. It is the first 
of a series of studies relating mainly to Scottish problems. (330°941) 


BRITAIN IN THE WORLD ECONOMY. The Page-Barbour Lectures 
for 1953 at the University of Virginia. Sir Dennis H. Robertson. Allen & Unwin, 
7s.6d. 1954. 204 cm. 92 pages. index. 

Professor Robertson, the eminent Cambridge economist, delivered these lectures 

to an American audience which was largely non-specialist, and, on account of both 

their topicality and their clearness of presentation, they are likely to be read by many 
besides students of economics. The four lectures discuss Great Britain’s progress in 
physical capital and investment in the post-war years and the problems of the Sterling 

Area, the dollar shortage, and international discrimination in economic affairs.

GLYN’S, 1753-1953. Six Generations in Lombard Street. Roger Fulford. 
Macmillan, 21s. 1953. 22 cm. 284 pages. 20 illustrations (4 in colour). Index. 

The story of Glyn, Mills & Co., the most eminent of the English private banks, is 

bound up with the general economic development of the last 200 years. For instance, 

its customers in the nineteenth century included 120 or more railway companies in 

Great Britain alone, as well as many in foreign countries, and its backing was of 

considerable help to the Dominion of Canada during years of stress. In this interesting 

account of the Bank and of the families closely connected with its history the author 

has paid due regard to the firm’s far-reaching influences on public life. (332-1) 


FOUNDATIONS OF THE AUSTRALIAN MONETARY SYSTEM, 
1788-1851. S. J. Butlin. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): 
Cambridge University Press (London), $78.6d. 1953. 224m. 744 pages. 30 illus- 
trations. Map. Bibliography. 

The author, who is Professor of Economics in the University of Sydney, provides 

for the first time a detailed study of the origins and development of the Australian 

monetary system. Because the system developed from a penal colony with no 
initial monetary arrangements, the study has value for the economic theorist as well 
as for the student of Australian economic history. The work is based upon the most 

extensive research, is well documented and has a useful statistical appendix. (332-4) 


SUKUMALAND: An African People and Their Country. A Study of Land 
Use in Tanganyika. D. W. Malcolm. Oxford University Press for the International 
African Institute, 30s. 1953. 224m. 244 pages. 32 illustrations. 14 diagrams. 
9 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

An authoritative study by an official of the Tanganyika Government who has had 

long service in the country. Sukumaland is one of the districts of the Lake Province 
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at the foot of Lake Victoria. It is very unevenly populated; some areas, especially 
in the neighbourhood of the Lake, are dense, others are virtually bare. It is an 
agricultural and pastoral economy. Problems of soil conservation and husbandry of 
water resources, stock-raising, and land tenure are paramount. Recent plans for 
reorganisation and improvement have largely been based on the author’s earlier 
recommendations from 1938 onwards. This is a very complete and authoritative 
study of the present-day problems of an African tribe wholly dependent on a rural 
economy. A parallel study of Sukuma social life and organisation is found in Hans 
Cory’s Sukuma Law and Custom (1953). (333°7096782) 


MEMORANDUM ON THE STERLING ASSETS OF THE 
BRITISH COLONIES. Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 9d. 1953. 
244 cm. 18 pages. Paper covers. (Colonial No. 298) 


This Memorandum notes that the sterling balances held in London on Colonial 
account have nearly doubled between 1949 and the present time. This brief paper 
gives some account of the nature of these balances; the large increase between 1950 
and 19§2 is attributed to the high sterling price of raw materials exported from the 
Colonies. It concludes with a cautious note of warning that this rate of increase is 
unlikely to be maintained, and in fact, in the event of a recession in prices, the total 
will fall. (336-0942) 


INCOME TAX PRINCIPLES. H. A. R. J. Wilson. H.F.L. (Publishers), 
12s.6d.

He 
believes that the present crisis in world economic affairs can be ended by the 
formation of nation groups with sufficient resources to enable them, by co-operation, 
to restore a true balance to world economy. In this book, which is both an historical 
survey and a detailed study of the present economic situation, he considers the 
policy which Britain and the British Commonwealth as a whole should adopt 
towards the general welfare.

Peculiar problems arise when an attempt is made to assess the national income of a 
new, under-developed, amorphous territory where production by the family group 
for immediate local use is a major feature of the economy. This is the first modern 
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full-length analysis of a large and important territory. It is of particular value, since 
some knowledge of the sources and distribution of the national income are essential 
to guide the financial and development policies of a country new to self-government. 
Estimates of the total national income, and average income per head, have varied 
very greatly in the past. The authors therefore give the arguments for their treatment 
of subsistence agriculture, the effect of which is to place both the gross figure and 
the average per head much higher than was thought. The detail given of every 
branch of Nigerian economy is considerable.

The new edition 
continues the treatment on the lines of earlier editions. After chapters on the main 
aspects of insurance companies, the book deals with industrial assurance and then 
insurable interest and illegality, the formation of the contract, duration of the risk, 
and voidable policies. There follow chapters on life insurance, accident policies, 
property insurance, and insurance against third parties, claims for premiums, and 
finally on stamp duties. Appendices give the text of a number of relevant statutes. 
Of the authors, Mr. MacGillivray is a Queen’s Counsel in Scotland, and Mr. Browne 
is a barrister and Professor of Law in the University of Sheffield.

Starting with a review of the purposes of training, the book proceeds to discuss the 
role of the instructor, with many practical (and theoretically sound) suggestions 
about methods of instruction, and some discussion of the nature of the learning 
process, the importance of motivation, etc. Other sections are devoted to the use 
of tests and examinations, information about learning curves, and the use of films.

This report of the first four years of the University College of the Gold 
Coast, while designed as the prelude to regular annual reports and containing 
appropriate statistical material, has a wider interest in its account of some of the 
developments and problems during the initial stage.

Mr. Richmond, who is a Lecturer in Education in Glasgow University, has written 
a stimulating book, and one which the reader can enjoy even while finding the point 
of view too romantic. The review of rural conditions touches upon familiar matters of 
yesterday, and the author is not very ready to recognise the good which has come 
from reorganisation. Good teachers make good schools, whether in town or country, 
for reasons other than their debt to country-side values and their sense of community. 
Mr. Richmond sees much virtue in smallness, remoteness and the God-made 
country-side. He poses a wide variety of questions which the reader will enjoy 
answering from his own experience.

AUSTRALIAN LEGENDARY TALES. Collected by K. Langloh Parker.

Henrietta Drake-Brockman has done great service to the student of Australian 
aboriginal myths and legends, and to children’s literature, in compiling this collection 
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of stories from K. Langloh Parker’s five published volumes, now long out of print. 
Mrs. Parker spent much of her life among the aborigines, and the tales, which are 
written as far as possible in the manner of the native story-tellers, present unique 
material. They range from fairy tales told to the children, to those explaining religious 
mysteries revealed only to the initiated. The illustrations by Elizabeth Durack, 
who has also spent much time with the aborigines, are based on aboriginal art forms. 
The appendices include a brief biography of Mrs. Parker, notes on the aboriginal 
way of life, and a legend written in the Euchlaiji language. (398-2)

HISTORY IN ENGLISH WORDS. Owen Barfield. Faber, 18s. 1954. 21 cm. 
240 pages. Index. 


Mr. Barfield shows that so many languages have contributed to the formation of 
the English vocabulary that, by tracing the history of an English word, and accounting 
for its presence in the language, much can be learnt about the people from whose 
language it came, and also about the historical movement or event that brought 
the word into English. Since words, moreover, were formed or acquired new or 
extended meanings in response to a demand for them, the change in the nation’s 
activities, interests, thought, and social life can be seen in the words that reflected 
such changes. This new edition of this scholarly and readable book should appeal 
to a wide class of readers. (422) 


CHAMBERS’S COMPACT ENGLISH DICTIONARY. Edited by 
A. M. Macdonald. Chambers, 5s. 1953. 15 cm. 768 pages. 


This is indeed a handy dictionary, which, in its 79,000 references, includes clear 
explanations of the meaning, derivation and pronunciation of words, many of which 
modern science and politics have brought into the language. Separate sections deal 
with names from mythology, abbreviations, the Greek alphabet, and the metric 
system. The book is well produced and should completely meet the needs of the 
general reader.

CONVERSATIONAL ENGLISH. An Analysis of Contemporary Spoken

The author stimulates the interest of foreign students of English by first discussing 
language as a revelation of national character. He then points out the differences 
between written and spoken English, and deals with the syntax and vocabulary of 
conversational English. His practical suggestions for teaching conversation, and the 
test papers in the second part of the book will be welcomed by both teachers and 
students. The numerous illustrative examples are a praiseworthy feature of this 
eminently practical book.

ELECTRICITY AND MAGNETISM FOR DEGREE STUDENTS. 
S. G. Starling. 8th edition, revised in collaboration with the author by A. G. 
Woodall. Longmans, 30s. 1953. 224 cm. 658 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 


The book covers the entire field of electricity and magnetism, and is intended for 
students of physics and electrical engineering in universities and technical colleges. 
In this edition, superseding that of 1941, considerable additions and revisions have 
been made to bring the text up to date. The following are the sections most affected 
by changes: geo-magnetism, theories of magnetism, electronic conduction and 
electronic devices, cosmic rays, and nuclear physics. The index has also been amplified. 
The book remains outstanding in its class. (537) 


PROGRESS IN NUCLEAR PHYSICS. Vol. 3. Edited by O. R. Frisch, 
Pergamon Press, 638. 1953. 254 cm. 288 pages. 6 illustrations. Text figures. Tables.

In common with its predecessors, Vols. 1 and 2, this volume will be most useful to 
all workers in the field of nuclear physics, as it supplies up-to-date information 
concerning various branches of the subject. Of the nine articles, five deal with 
research tools, all of which are rapidly coming to the fore at the present time; the 
remaining four deal with phenomena now under active investigation. Typography, 
general layout and reproduction of both plates and diagrams are uniformly excellent. 
All articles are provided with a full, though not a complete, set of references. The 
authors are all experts in the fields on which they write, and the fact that the book is 
edited by Professor Frisch is a guarantee of its quality. (539°7)

FRESHWATER MICROSCOPY. W. J. Garnett. Constable, 30s. 1953. 
224 cm. 312 pages. 226 illustrations. 51 drawings in text. Bibliography. Glossary. 
Indexes. 
This subject was once a favourite with amateur naturalists and its present disfavour 
has left many gaps in our knowledge. The author’s firm has long catered for the 
biologist and naturalist and he is well equipped for his subject. First he deals with 
collecting methods and apparatus, then comes the main descriptive part which moves 
from the Algae to the higher aquatic plants and. from Protozoa to Arthropods. 
Characteristic British species in all the groups are clearly described with information 
about habitats and habits and, since so many are delicate organisms, instructions are 
given as to how to handle and observe them to the best advantage. (576)

THE HIDDEN LIFE OF FLOWERS. Translated from the French text of 
J. M. Guilcher. Melrose, ss. 1954. 194 cm. 94 pages. 101 photographs by R. H. 
Noailles. 10 line drawings. Paper covers. 
This book is most attractively produced and contains a superb series of photographs 
illustrating the reproductive processes of flowering plants. Most of them are a good 
deal over life size (magnifications from x2 to x20) and these are about the most 
difficult of all to take satisfactorily. There are also some photomicrographs, notably 
of pollen grains and their development. The processes of fertilisation and seed 
setting in the field poppy are first illustrated as types, then various elaborations, such 
as devices to secure cross pollination, adaptations of fascinating ingenuity to admit 
insects of specific kinds and so on, are depicted with equal technical skill. The text, 
which is printed very large, is fortunately sparse since it reads rather like a com- 
mentary to a Technicolor film on “Wonders of Nature’. (582-13) 


NEW CONCEPTS IN FLOWERING-PLANT TAXONOMY. 
J. Heslop-Harrison. Heinemann, 6s. 1953. 19 cm. 144 pages. 12 text figures. 
Glossary. Bibliography. Index. (Scholarship Series in Biology) 

This volume covers with admirable brevity and in succinct style the problems that 

have been set in the last fifty years to orthodox plant systematics by the discoveries 

of cytology, physiology and genetics. It sketches for the student in an easily assimilable 

form the change from a static, purely classificatory conception of taxonomy to a 

dynamic one concerned to express evolutionary facts and relationships. Plants are 

more difficult than animals to treat in this way because their evolution has employed 
several methods of speciation, and the proliferation of technical terms to meet this 
is all but bewildering. Dr. Heslop-Harrison straightens this out, and where he cannot 

avoid such a term as ‘coenogamodeme’, he at least explains it simply. _ (582-13) 


Zoology 
A FIELD GUIDE TO THE BIRDS OF BRITAIN AND EUROPE. 
Roger Peterson, Guy Mountfort and P. A. D. Hollom. Introduction by Julian 
Huxley. Collins, 25s. 1954. 19 cm. 352 pages. 64 plates (40 in colour), illustrating 
450 species. Numerous line drawings. 400 distribution maps. Endpaper sketches. 
Bibliography. Index. 
This volume has been eagerly awaited by ornithologists throughout Europe. The 
excellence of Mr. Peterson’s guides to North American birds has long been acknow- 
ledged and his paintings show just the salient patterns, colours and postures, in flight 
and still, that reveal identity in the quickest time. The coincidence of Europe west 
of 30°E.long. so badly wanting a pocket guide and Mr. Peterson being available 
to illustrate it is a happy one. The book is truly pocket size, but covers all species in 
all plumages at all times of the year. The text by Mr. Mountfort, Secretary of the 
British Ornithologists’ Union, and Mr. Hollom, editor of the Popular Handbook of 
British Birds, gives all necessary details of appearance, habitat and range (most species 
have a map to show this). The treatment is in systematic order and each group of birds 
has an identification key alongside the relevant plate. (598-204) 


BIRDS OF KENT. James M. Harrison. 2 vols. Witherby, 168s. 1953. 284 cm. 
Vol. 1: 526 pages. 73 illustrations (16 in colour). 9 diagrams. 2 maps. Indexes. Vol. 
2: 324 pages. 34 illustrations (19 in colour). Map. Graph. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Dr. Harrison’s lavish and well-produced book replaces the previous work of N. F. 

Ticehurst published in 1909. It is in the best tradition of amateur regional orni- 
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thologies and serves as a model for the intensive documentation and study that a 
high density of naturalists can produce for a small area. An introduction describes 
generally the major habitats of Kent and their effect on bird distribution, the history 
of Kent ornithology and present facilities and collections. The text documents the 
status of each species and has also much of interest on migratory routes and 
the occurrence of Continental subspecies in the south-east of England. (598-2942) 


THE LAPWING IN BRITAIN. Some Account of Its Distribution and 
Behaviour, and of Its Role in Dialect, Folk-lore, and Literature. K. G. Spencer. 
A. Brown & Sons, 16s. 1953. 23 cm. 178 pages. 14 photographs. 2 maps. References. 
Indexes. 

Mr. Spencer has performed a valuable task for ornithology in bringing together in 

one book almost all the information known about the familiar lapwing or peewit. 

He has ranged widely in all kinds of literature and all his statements are abundantly 

documented in chapter bibliographies, which are placed at the end of the book. 

The treatment falls under the following headings: status and distribution, calls, 

territory, breeding habits, flocking, roosting, migration and protection; finally 

there are diversions into local names and folk-lore and literature. It is a solid work 
which will be useful for reference, and with its exhaustive citation it also combines 

much first-hand observation. (598-2942) 


THE BIRDS OF BURMA. Bertram E. Smythies. 2nd edition, revised. Oliver 
& Boyd, 84s. 1953. 244 cm. 712 pages. 31 colour plates, illustrating 290 species, 
by A. M. Hughes. Folding map. Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Smythies was a member of the Burma Forest Service and when he took over 

the writing of this book from Mr. J. K. Stanford at the outbreak of the last war he 

was performing a most valuable task for Burma and the world. The first edition was 

a war casualty and this revised and expanded edition has come just when most 

serious ornithological work in Burma has ceased. It is likely to remain a standard 

work for many years and Mr. Smythies has even managed to bring the rather tangled 
nomenclature up to date. The introduction describes the avifaunal areas of Burma, 
and each species section of the main text brings together what is known under 
headings of identification, voice, habits and food, breeding and status. The paintings 
are beautifully executed and reproduced, and the book includes what we must now 
accept as the standard check-list of Burmese birds. (s98-29591)

Medical Sciences Public Health 
MEDICAL ELECTRONICS. G. E. Donovan. Butterworth, 30s. 1953. 22 cm. 
226 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 36 figures. References. Index. 
Here Dr. Donovan surveys for medical men, for specialists too, the uses of electronics 
in medicine, and estimates the value of techniques, their present disadvantages and 
their potentialities. The subject is made acceptable to the non-specialist by the 
omission of mathematical aspects and circuit diagrams and by a most judicious 
choice of material, while, for those who wish to read further, there are admirable 
lists of references at the end of each chapter. Dr. Donovan covers, in his able book, 
a very wide range of subjects, including electronic sterilisation, radio-active isotopes, 
medical television methods, high-speed photography, anaesthetic flowmeters, 
electron microscopy, ultrasonics, sound, phonoelectrocardioscopy, and cybernetics.

So artlessly and frankly does Miss Hardy tell the story of her nursing career that she 
should succeed in her aim to induce young men and women to enter the profession. 
Some of the experiences described are delightful, some harsh, but both self- 
commiseration and enthusiasm are kept well within bounds and the result is a 
convincing and appealing autobiography. Miss Hardy’s duties over thirty years took 
her to the provinces, London, Northern Ireland and the United States, so that she 
is well qualified to compare nursing conditions in the twenties and today, here and in 
America.

HANDBOOK FOR THE ASSISTANT NURSE. Mary E. Swire.

An examiner to the General Nursing Council has thoroughly revised the only 
standard textbook covering the Council’s syllabus for the State-enrolled Assistant 
Nurse. The instructions are explicit, given in short sentences and in a clear, direct 
style which cannot be misinterpreted; steps in a procedure are frequently enumerated 
and the equipment required for it illustrated. Throughout this edition there are 
amendments, notably in the anatomical section. A new chapter has been introduced 
on the psychology of the sick, and another gives short notes on three special diseases, 
tuberculosis, cancer and venereal disease. (610-73) 


THE VITAMINS IN MEDICINE. Franklin Bicknell and Frederick Prescott. 
3rd edition. Heinemann, 70s. 1953. 25 cm. 792 pages. 246 illustrations. Tables.

A new edition of Bicknell and Prescott incorporating the advances of the last eight 
years is essential to physicians and research workers. Completely rewritten, with 
additional illustrations and 5,500 references, this third edition is eminently satisfactory, 
fascinating to consult, learned, and excellently documented and indexed. The work’s 
scope and thoroughness may be gauged by a broad indication of the kind of 
information given about each vitamin or group of vitamins. A chapter is devoted 
to each of them and opens with a brief history followed by a discussion of chemistry, 
estimation, International Units and distribution in food. Then the subject passes to 
human aspects, physiology, pharmacology and toxicology, requirements, diseases, 
other manifestations associated with deficiency, methods used for detection of 
deficiency and therapeutic uses. (612-39) 


THE HEALTH OF THE COMMUNITY. Principles of Public Health for 
Students and Practitioners.

The Professor of Social and Preventive Medicine, Manchester University, has 
perhaps suggested too narrow a reading public for a work which should also stimulate 
the interest of laymen in health developments in the United Kingdom. Historical 
chapters lead up to considerations of epidemiology and the control of environment. 
There are concise and authoritative accounts of facilities for the protection of the 
vulnerable classes, of the social background and treatment of venereal disease, tuber- 
culosis, old age, mental ill-health and nutrition problems. In a book whose dominant 
theme is the application of medicine to the social group, the practical means to health 
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are carefully examined, such as health education, insurance, social aspects of we es 
care, family doctoring and health centres. It concludes with a critical survey of the 
National Health Service. (614) 


PRACTICAL PHARMACOGNOSY. T. E. Wallis. 6th edition. Churchill, 
18s. 1953. 22$.cm. 248 pages. 72 figures. Diagrams. Tables. Notes. Index. 


The schedules of instruction are the main feature of this companion volume to the 
author’s Textbook of Pharmacology. Each schedule is designed to give the student a 
session of three hours’ practical work in examining the characteristics of typical 
drugs to determine their identity and quality. Within each schedule, the various 
stages of the examination are arranged in concise numbered paragraphs and following 
each schedule are descriptive notes in further elucidation of the main observations 
and experiments. This practical guide, now revised with added schedules and some 
simplified techniques, is illustrated with the kind of drawing which is required from 
the student. (615) 


CLINICAL MEDICINE IN GENERAL PRACTICE. Edited by John 
Fry. Churchill, 27s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 448 pages. Diagram. Tables. Index. 


Sir Henry Cohen contributes a refreshing foreword to this book written by eight 
practitioners for practitioners, the experienced and those entering practice, students 
in their final years, and consultants, who from it may more clearly understand 
problems complementary to their own. The aspect of medicine is different from that 
presented in the standard textbooks, which usually emphasise diseases treated in 
hospital. Here the common conditions encountered by practitioners are dealt with at 
length by those who have had special experience of them in general practice. There 
are also useful chapters on the running of a practice. The advice given throughout 
is sound, the contributions are well integrated and form an interesting whole. (616) 


CLINICAL CHEMICAL PATHOLOGY. C. H. Gray. Edward Arnold, 
10s.6d. 1953. 19cm. 144 pages. 17 figures. 6 tables. Chapter bibliographies. 
Index. 

Lectures delivered at King’s College Hospital Medical School form the basis of 

Professor Gray’s concise reference book to which medical students, hospital staffs 

from registrars to laboratory technicians, consultants and practitioners will find it 

worth while to turn for the salient features of chemical pathology. Renal function, 
liver function and diabetes are given special attention, there are useful accounts of 
acid-base and fluid balance (the latter necessarily simplified), digestion and absorption 
of fats, the alimentary tract, calcification and endocrine disease. Professor Gray 
draws attention to the actual value of the tests and in the appendix gives details of those 
commonly performed in hospital laboratories. (616-07) 


THE MEGALOBLASTIC ANAEMIAS. L. J. Davis and Alexander Brown. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 21s. 1953. 22cm. 126 pages. 12 illustrations. Diagrams. 
References. Index. 

In an able monograph the Muirhead Professor of Medicine and the Senior Lecturer 

in Medicine in the University of Glasgow elucidate, for the physician, clinical 

aspects and such technical details as are essential to an understanding of each condition. 

After an introductory chapter on the concept of megaloblastosis, they discuss the 
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value of therapeutic preparations, then describe very thoroughly Addisonian 
pernicious anaemia and non-Addisonian megaloblastic anaemia, the latter secondary, 
for the most part, to some underlying pathological cause. Final chapters deal with 
diagnosis and actiology. A most useful feature of this concise and valuable study is 
the list of nearly 300 references to classical literature and recent papers recording 
original work.

SURGERY. Edited by Sir Zachary Cope. H.M. Stationery Office, 80s. 1953. 25 cm. 
792 pages. Plates (some in colour). Diagrams. Tables. References. Index. (History 
of the Second World War: United Kingdom Medical Series) 


This handsome volume provides the official record of advances in surgical techniques 
from 1939 to 1945 and of the organisation of treatment from battlefield to home. 
The authors have specialised, and most have been pioncers in the subjects of which 
they write thoroughly and with distinction, omitting only clinical details available 
in standard British textbooks. This official history, well illustrated and compre- 
hensive, treats those subjects in which successful results were slowly reaped, as in 
artificial limb fitting, physiotherapy and rehabilitation, as well as those in which 
progress was dramatic, such as shock treatment and resuscitation, anaesthesia, plastic 
and thoracic surgery and crush syndrome. (617) 


LYLE AND JACKSON’S PRACTICAL ORTHOPTICS IN THE 
TREATMENT OF SQUINT (and Other Anomalies of Binocular Vision).

There is much new material in the completely revised and well-produced fourth 
edition of this standard British work for ophthalmologists and students of orthoptics. 
In particular, the descriptions of orthoptic instruments, their uses, and the treatment 
of accommodative convergent strabismus have been amplified, the importance of 
diagnosis emphasised, more case histories of congenital paralytic strabismus added, 
and chapters introduced on ocular neurosis and nystagmus. The final chapter, 
Management and Layout of an Orthoptic Clinic, also discusses orthoptic reports to 
ophthalmic surgeons and reproduces a case note shect in use at the Westminster 
Branch of the Moorfields, Westminster and Central Eye Hospital, of whose 
Orthoptic Department Mr. Lyle is Surgeon and Medical Officer in charge. (617-7) 


TOXAEMIAS OF PREGNANCY. John Sophian. Butterworth, 25s. 1953.

The Gynaecological Surgeon, St. Mary’s Hospital for Women, London, in a 
stimulating monograph puts forward the thesis, ably supported from his own 
researches and, among others, those of Professors K. J. Franklin and J. Trueta, that 
the Trueta mechanism or ‘Oxford shunt’ is the cause of the toxaemias of pregnancy. 
The author closely relates his argument to basic anatomy and physiology, and 
examines carefully biochemical aspects, such as water and salt metabolism, the cause 
of oedema, weight gain and possible endocrinological aspects. The treatise deals at 
length with hypertension, eclampsia, accidental haemorrhage and anuria, and treat- 
ment, thus ensuring its practical value to the obstetrician as well as to the research 
worker. It is excellently documented. (618)

STATISTICAL METHODS IN ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING.

A book on the theory and applications of statistics to electrical engineering, based 

on lectures given by the author at Birmingham University, where he is Reader in 

Electrical Engineering. The subjects treated include probability theory, use of 

contingency tables, frequency distributions, curve fitting, principles of quality 

control, entropy and iedeaaapanitme. Appendix 1 provides a useful guide to 
tables of statistical functions and there are numerous references to original papers 
and books. The treatment is practical and concise and many illustrative numerical 
examples are included. It may be recommended to professional engineers, experi- 
mental physicists, research workers and students, to all of whom it will appeal on 
account of its brevity, comprehensiveness and clarity. (621-3)

A clearly set out survey of the design requirements and manufacturing methods for 

gears is presented; fundamentals are adequately dealt with and numerous practical 

applications are mentioned. This is a useful reference book for engineers and scientific 
workers, and a good textbook for students. The general arrangement is good and the 
diagrams are clear and well placed. A section of data sheets and specifications enables 
the user to choose standard forms. More details of the use of gears in instruments 
would have been of interest, as the contents show a bias towards watch and clock 
work, and suggest a watchmaker’s background. (621-83)

The author, who trained as an architect, has written several books of unusual 
distinction, which vary widely in subject but generally have an architectural back- 
ground. His new book is the first comprehensive survey and history of the bridges 
of Britain from earliest times to the present. It is an absorbing work, the product of 
enthusiasm and profound knowledge. The many illustrations have been extremely 
well chosen, and there is an adequate index. This is a book which should have a 
wide appeal. (624)

THE LAW OF THE AIR. Sir Arnold Duncan McNair. 2nd edition by Michael 
R. E. Kerr and Robert A. MacCrindle. Stevens & Sons, 63s. 1953. 254 cm.

Since the first edition of this book in 1932, there has been a quite phenomenal 

development in air travel and air transport, the legal implications of which have 

correspondingly increased. This authoritative work attempts to state the aeronautical 
law of England which has, of course, been considerably affected by international 
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conventions and other agreements. There are chapters on private rights at common 
law; the common law and statutory liability for damage; and jurisdiction and choice 
of law. The common law and statutory aspects of carriage follow, then there are 
chapters on maritime analogies and on insurance and charter-parties. Appendices 
contain the text of international agreements and certain English statutes. The author 
is now President of the International Court of Justice and the editors of this edition 
are barristers-at-law. (629°1) 


FRIGATE BIRD. P. G. Taylor. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and 
London), 18s.6d.

Captain P. G. Taylor, an Australian airman who has flown on a number of famous 
flights, including those with Kingsford Smith, here tells the story of the first air 
crossing of the South Pacific Ocean from Australia to Chile and back again in 1951 
in the Catalina flying boat, Frigate Bird II. The flight, which covered 8,000 miles of 
ocean and included visits to many of the most picturesque islands in the Pacific, 
was an eventful one and its moments of danger are vividly presented in a well-told 
story of modern adventure.

The current edition of this well-known reference work, publication of which 
coincides with the first flight of a powered aeroplane, follows the modified plan 
introduced last year. In the Civil Aviation section data on the world’s civil airlines 
are this year considerably amplified. The main section consists of descriptions and 
illustrations of aeroplanes and aero-engines, arranged, as usual, under each country 
by the names of manufacturers. The full indexes (aircraft and manufacturers, heli- 
copters, gas-turbine engines and piston engines) all contain references to aircraft 
and engines described in the previous editions from 1945-46 onwards.

the 1953 season. Special articles by well-known agriculturalists cover economics, 
grassland, barley varieties, cattle, sheep and pigs, and several veterinary topics 
including artificial insemination. In addition there is a special poultry section 
containing three topical articles.

This is the second impression of a report previously published in 1943. The first 

part deals with the natural resources of the land, the second and third with African 

agricultural systems, land usage, and development. The area covered is the high 
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plateau land bounded by the Belgian Congo and Nyasaland, in which Lake 
Bangweulu and its swamps are roughly central. Attention is drawn in the Foreword 
to more recent work on soil analysis and land usage published elsewhere, which 
modifies some of the text.

The fourth edition of this handbook contains up-to-date information on the products 
of more than 1,800 manufacturers of farm machinery and tractors. Full details as to 
specification, performance, etc. of any agricultural machine which is either British- 
made and available on world markets, or foreign-made and marketed in the United 
Kingdom, can be found quickly and easily. Also included are all the British Standard 
Tractor Test Reports issued so far by the National Institute of Agricultural 
Engineering. It is a book which should have world-wide appeal, not only to 
manufacturers, importers and dealers, but to anyone concerned with mechanised 
agriculture.

SOILLESS CULTURE. T. Saunby. Collingridge, 12s.6d. 1954. 224 cm.

There is still some contention that the growing of flowers and fruit in a neutral 
medium like sand, with nutrients supplied in solution, somehow produces results 
inferior to those grown in soil. Mr. Saunby’s experience and arguments, set down 
directly and simply, should dispose of lingering doubts. He first deals with the general 
principles of the method, then discusses all aspects of its practice from large 
installations downwards and finally devotes chapters to tomatoes, carnations and 
pot-plants. He shows that soilless culture is not by any means a magic method, but 
that, applied with care and understanding, it produces a sure crop free from many 
troubles such as diseases and pests. (631-58)

The author is an enthusiastic amateur gardener living on a municipal housing estate 
in Nottingham who has for many years been successfully practising what he now 
persuasively preaches. The scope of this thoroughly practical handbook is sensibly 
limited to what may be most effectively grown in a small garden by the average 
amateur who wants to combine beauty and utility. After explaining the general 
principles of good cultivation, it deals with an appropriate selection of flowers, 
shrubs and vegetables, and with lawns and soft fruits. The line drawings are excellent 
and help greatly in making many points readily understood. (635)

The British Veterinary Codex Committee was appointed by the Pharmaceutical 

Society, Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons and British Veterinary Association 

to provide a book which would ‘recommend standards for substances and prepara- 

tions used in the prophylaxis and treatment of animal diseases’ and also give 
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information on the actions and uses of such drugs. To ensure the universal value of 
the work, corresponding members in other countries served on the sub-committees 
of experts. The result is an authoritative, and handsome, volume. In Parts 1-3, 
drugs, chemicals, antisera, vaccines and other preparations are described in concise 
monographs, giving standards, actions and uses, toxicity, dosage, storage conditions 
and other essential details. Appendices include many tests and tables. (636-0895) 


BEEF CATTLE HUSBANDRY. Allan Fraser. Crosby Lockwood, 18s. 1953.

Although perhaps best known for his writings and research on sheep husbandry 

at the Rowett Institute, Aberdeen, the author, who is now Lecturer in Animal and 

Dairy Husbandry in the University of Aberdeen, is becoming equally noted for his 

work on beef cattle. His first book on the subject, Farming for Beef, dealt with all 

the major aspects of beef production in Great Britain. His new book goes into much 
greater detail and widens the scope of the subject with such chapters as “World 

Beef Trade’, ‘Sources of Beef’, and ‘Beef Policy’. It is an excellent book which should 

be read by all agriculturalists interested in this particular branch of the farming 

industry.

Of the 975 recipes here brought within the compass of a single volume, the majority 
have been selected from a series of booklets published during the war, devoted to 
the cookery of Austria, China, Czechoslovakia, Greece, Holland, Hungary, Russia, 
Scandinavia and the West Indies, and to these the editor has added 200 recipes from 
countries not previously represented. The national origin of each dish is indicated, 
and the necessarily concise instructions should be sufficient for any experienced 
cook. Recipes for vegetables served either as a separate course or as an accompaniment 
to other dishes are particularly good.

latter and a résumé of their ingredients, method of preparation and serving; an 

English/French and French/English dictionary of over 650 menu terms, and a table 

showing the German, Italian, Spanish and Swedish equivalents of nearly 350 English 

food terms. A book primarily for menu-planners, but also a mine of fascinating 
information for all who enjoy good food.

The use of beer in cooking is traditional wherever this is a national drink, its effect 

being to enrich the dish by bringing out the full flavour of its various constituents. 

Mr. Harrison’s recipes for soup, fish, meat, poultry, savouries and sweets, collected 
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from American, British, Chinese, French, German, Italian, Jewish and Spanish 
sources, will have for most modern cooks two great advantages: they bring variety 
and piquancy to the menu without demanding exotic and expensive materials. 
The brief section on drinks includes recipes for wassail bowl and lambswool.

Chemical Technology: Petroleum 
BRITISH INDUSTRIES: OIL. Cassell, 9s.6d. cloth; 8s.6d. boards. 1953.

The first half of this work deals with the finding of petroleum, its extraction from 
the earth, and its transport to refineries. In the second half the processes by which 
marketable products are manufactured are outlined, and there is a chapter devoted 
to chemicals obtained from petroleum. The book concludes with a chapter on 
product distribution and one on social and economic effects of the industry. It is 
well illustrated and written in an easily readable style. Produced with the assistance 
of the Shell Petroleum Company, the subject is covered from the broadest aspect. 
It should interest the young man in particular by providing an entirely non-technical 
introduction to oil.

SELECT METHODS OF METALLURGICAL ANALYSIS. William 
Archibald Naish, John Edward Clennell and Victor S. Kingswood. 2nd edition, 
revised.

Bibliography. Index. 
For the preparation of this second edition a panel of industrial specialists on the 
various topics was called in—a wise step, for such subjects as this are now far too 
widely ramified for adequate treatment by one or two authors. Thus the sections 
on analysis of metals for impurities, of alloys (ferrous and non-ferrous), of ores and 
slags, coal and coke, and on physical methods are all by authors well versed in the 
latest industrial practice. The introductory chapters on sampling, qualitative analysis, 
and selected methods for the elements, have been revised. This book can be 
recommended to metallurgical chemists and to advanced students. (669-016)

LIVING CRAFTS. G. Bernard Hughes. Lutterworth Press, 15s. 1953. 20} cm. 
192 pages. 24 plates. Numerous drawings in text. 
A study of twenty handcrafts which are still practised today with the same materials, 
tools and techniques as were used in past centuries, for the simple reason that no 
better methods have been discovered. Mr. Hughes, a noted and prolific writer on 
antiques and collecting, describes the actual processes followed in the making of 
clay pipes, gold leaf, carpets, baskets, paper, marbled paper, ropes, barrels, horn 
objects and in other crafts. He has visited workshops and writes of technical processes 
with an engaging simplicity. Many of the tools are illustrated in the text drawings, 
while the photographs show experienced craftsmen at work. (680)

ABSTRACTION AND EMPATHY. A Contribution to the Psychology of 
Style. Wilhelm Worringer. Translated from the German by Michael Bullock. 
Routledge & Kegan Paul, 15s. 1953. 224 cm. 160 pages. 

Professor Worringer’s study on aesthetics, originally published as an academic 

dissertation in 1908, has been one of the key books on art theory during the past 
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generation, eleven German editions appearing between 1908 and 1951. The main 
thesis is that an artistic style has its own genesis and raison d’étre, irrespective of ability 
and technical skill, which must be appreciated in its own terms and not in those of 
any other style. To illustrate this basic idea the dialectical concepts of abstract versus 
naturalistic art are examined, the former being shown to spring from an anxious, 
unstable view of the world, the latter from an attitude ‘of trust and confidence in 
the outer world’. Professor Worringer has held many academic posts in German 
universities, including the chair of Modern Art History in the Albertus University at 
Kénigsberg. (701)

ARCHITECTURE IN BRITAIN, 1530 To 1830. John Summerson. 
Penguin Books, 42s. 1953. 27 cm. 392 pages. Over 300 illustrations. Plans. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Pelican History of Art) 

A companion volume to Professor Ellis Waterhouse’s Painting in Britain 1530-1790 

in this ambitious, courageous and, so far, exemplary series edited by Dr. Nikolaus 

Pevsner. It is unlikely to be considered less important than that admirable book. 

The author is deservedly regarded as the most penetrating architectural historian and 

scholar in England, and he writes from profound knowledge and with a lucidity 

and precision hardly excelled by any living writer of English. The volume surveys 
in commendable detail the fortunes of British architecture from the modest achieve- 
ments of Henry VIII's time, through the major and minor glories of the seventeenth, 

eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries, to the dismal antiquarian period of 1830. 

There are appendices on Scottish architecture and on the architecture of the thirteen 

(American) colonies, and an excellent bibliography. The book is comprehensively 

indexed and beautifully arranged and printed. (720°942) 


THE BASILICA OF ST. PETER. Paul Letarouilly. Alec Tiranti, 25s. 1953. 
29 cm. 14 pages of text. 98 plates. Notes. Index. (Precepts in Art) 


This contains the celebrated measured drawings of the Basilica of St. Peter in Rome 
by Paul Letarouilly, the exquisite and indefatigable nineteenth century architectural 
draughtsman. The plates have been most successfully reproduced, there is an historical 
introduction by Professor A. E. Richardson, the well-known architect, and 
descriptive notes on the drawings are included. The text and captions throughout 
are in English and French. The publishers are to be congratulated on their enterprise 
in producing a book of such quality at a modest price. (720-9456)

WEDGWOOD. Wolf Mankowitz. Batsford, 147s. 1953. 30}cm. 284 pages.

This definitive monograph on Wedgwood ware is written primarily for the serious 
collector and dealer, but is important also as a reference book. Attention is given to 
the earliest Wedgwood products—coloured glaze wares with decoration of pineapples, 
melons, cucumbers, cauliflowers, etc. which are often confused with Staffordshire 
pottery. Many of the early and now extremely rare Catalogues are printed in facsimile. 
This book provides, therefore, the material for accurate dating and identification of 
individual Wedgwood pieces produced between 1754 and 1875. The collotype 
reproductions and colour plates are of a high technical standard and the text, by an 
expert in the antiques trade, is authoritatively written. (738-3)

‘Pontypool ware’ is the name given to lacquered metal jugs, urns, trays, small pieces 
of furniture and other objects which are decoratively treated with coloured paints 
and varnishes fixed by heat. This process, known as japanning, results in a warmly 
glowing ornamental metal surface, somewhat similar in appearance to lacquered 
and inlaid wooden furniture. In this connoisseur’s manual Mr. John, author of 
Nantgarw Porcelain, has collected invaluable information on the development of the 
factories at Pontypool and Usk, the dynasties of families which ran them, and 
the technical processes involved in the manufacture of Pontypool ware. The book 
is pleasantly illustrated with numerous examples of this ware, and, like all specialist 
monographs, will be a useful reference work for collectors, dealers, librarians and 
antique lovers. (739)

FIGURE PAINTING. André Lhote. Translated from the French by W. S. 
Strachan. Zwemmer, 35s. 1953. 254 cm. 184 pages. 9 colour plates. 104 illustrations. 
Diagrams. List of illustrations. 
The first English translation of Traité de la Figure (Paris, 1950), by the famous French 
painter Lhote (b. 1885), and a companion volume to the same author’s Treatise on 
Landscape Painting (English translation, 1950). In the first part M. Lhote analyses the 
anatomy of figure painting in a series of extremely well written sections on, among 
other subjects, intelligence in painting, modelling, drawing, the sketch, flat-surface 
painting, distortion, perspective and colour. The second part begins with the nine 
colour plates, to each of which a detailed analysis is attached, followed by the mono- 
chrome plates in which text and annotation appear on the same page. This 
juxtaposition of illustration with analysis is of the utmost value to the student and 
will open the eyes of the most experienced connoisseur of figure painting to new 
aspects of this inexhaustible subject. (757) 


THE IMPRESSIONISTS AND THEIR WORLD. Introduction by Basil 
Taylor. Phoenix House, 21s. 1953. 32cm. 32 pages. 96 plates (48 in colour). List 
of plates. Bibliography. 

A remarkably successful ‘picture book’, issued at a very modest price, which deserves 

a warm welcome from all who love the sensuous and exuberant qualities in 

Impressionist painting. A concise introduction by the Librarian of the Royal College 

of Art, London, is followed by biographies of the painters represented, a bibliography 

and notes to the plates. The latter include splendid, but relatively unfamiliar examples 
of works by Monet, Pissarro, Renoir, Cézanne and others, which are in forei 

collections; the colour plates, especially, give an authentic idea of the originals. The 
volume should have a wide circulation in libraries, schools, and among art lovers 
generally.

HANDBOOK OF AMATEUR CINEMATOGRAPHY. Vol. L Edited 


by R. H. Bomback. Fountain Press, 25s. 1953. 19 cm. 400 pages. Illustrations.

This volume is made up of a number of small handbooks on various technical aspects 
of amateur film-making. The books are recognised as being very sound in their 
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explanation of the groundwork of their subject, and are obtainable separately. The 
sections of this composite volume are: The Cine-camera and how to use it, Cine- 
film and how to expose it, Family Movies Outdoors, Travel with a Cine-camera, 
Filming Indoors, Editing and Titling, The Movie Projector, and Home Movie 
Shows. Each section is lucidly illustrated. (7785) 


Music 
CONCERNING MUSIC. Wilhelm Furtwingler. Translated from the German 


by L. J. Lawrence. Boosey & Hawkes, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 96 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. 


For many years conductor of the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra, Furtwangler has 
set down, in dialogue form, his philosophy of musical appreciation and interpretation. 
He gives well-considered answers to such difficult questions as the nature of a master- 
piece, and the probable duration of twelve-note theory and practice. He also discusses 
the demands made on the conductor’s skill as the privileged interpreter of the 
composer’s intentions, so inadequately represented by the printed score. Most of 
the arguments are clear enough, though the style is sometimes heavy. It is a pity 
that the range of music selected as examples for discussion is, with few exceptions, 
limited to works by German composers. (780-1) 


RECOLLECTIONS AND REFLECTIONS. Richard Strauss. Edited by 
Willi Schuh. Translated from the German by L. J. Lawrence. Boosey & Hawkes, 
8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 174 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Musical examples. Notes. 
Bibliography. 

In this rather uneven collection of occasional addresses, prefaces and miscellaneous 

writings, two groups are outstanding—those dealing with conducting and with 

opera. Both are illumined and even unified by Strauss’s personality—kindly, 
humorous, shrewd and tolerant. Long experience of operatic production makes 
most valuable his recollections of the early performances of his own works, spiced 
with retrospective judgments on their worth. He also corrects some absurd current 
misconceptions of certain characters. For the remainder, most interest attaches to 
fugitive pieces written during the last war, which have at least the merit of association 
with a great composer. (780°4) 


THE MUSIC OF THE JEWS. An Historical Appreciation. Aron Marko 
Rothmiiller. Translated from the German by H. C. Stevens. Vallentine, Mitchell, 
258. 1953. 22cm. 272 pages. 16 illustrations. 21 musical examples. Glossary. 
Bibliography. Index. 


Evidence for early Jewish music, derived from the Bible and antiquities, is scanty 
and obscure. It is discussed in this sound and scholarly book as judiciously as are all 
the other aspects of this very large subject. The second section, beginning with the 
synagogue period ¢. A.D. 100 and ranging right up to date, through the diaspora, 
includes the results of recent research in a most seal summary. By far the most 
valuable of the last chapters are those which assess the Jewish contribution to 
twentieth century music, and give details of the lives and works of numerous 
composers unknown to the standard dictionaries. (780°9) 
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THE MESSAGE OF IGOR STRAWINSKY. Theodore Strawinsky. 
Translated from the original French text by Robert Craft and André Marion. 
Boosey & Hawkes, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 70 pages. 17 portraits. 


$o complex has been the growth of Strawinsky’s musical personality that any new, 
authoritative examination of it is to be welcomed. The present author, being the 
composer's son, is to be congratulated on the objectivity with which he outlines 
the stages in the evolution of his father’s style. The parallels that he draws between 
it and modern literature and the visual arts are most instructive. His thesis that 
music cannot really reveal personality may not find general acceptance, but he gives 
a clear and convincing explanation of the effect of change of environment on 
Strawinsky’s music. This thoughtful little book will repay close study. (780°9) 


CATALOGUE OF THE MUSICAL MANUSCRIPTS AT PETER- 
HOUSE, CAMBRIDGE. Compiled with an introduction by Dom Anselm 
Hughes. Cambridge University Press, 35s. 1953. 254m. 92 pages. 


These manuscripts of church music are in two groups, dating from ¢. 1540 and 
¢. 1640 respectively. Though each is unfortunately imperfect, the large number of 
composers represented, over 100 in all, lends the catalogue a value far beyond its 
strictly bibliographical purpose, for it sheds light on a period of English ecclesiastical 
music over a space of time from which all too little has survived, and in which much 
was destroyed. The presentation of the material, with an elaborate and scholarly 
commentary, makes an important contribution to our knowledge of English liturgy 
in general, apart from its special bearing on the ritual of a Cambridge college.

The first two little books in this useful series dealt with music appreciation, and 
Nos. 3 and 4 advise how to choose, understand and use the piano and s 

instruments and woodwind and brass. They are written in simple style and the 
information given forms the foundation from which the art of music grows. 
Valuable hints are given on the purchase of good instruments for the beginner and 
a vista is opened up before the would-be instrumentalist embarking on the joy of 
making music as well as listening to it.

THE RECORD YEAR, 2. A Guide to the Year’s Gramophone Records 
including a Complete Guide to Long Playing Records. Edward Sackville-West 
and Desmond Shawe-Taylor, with Andrew Porter. Collins, 18s. 1953. 23 cm. 
384 pages. Index of performers. 


This volume, which covers classical records, 33, 45 and 78 r.p.m., released during 
the twelve months up to June/July 1953 (long playing records from 1951), 
maintains the remarkably high standard and interest of its predecessor. The discs

are listed alphabetically by composers, with collections such as the History of Music 
in Sound given separately. Thirteen different companies, whose products have been 
recorded in many parts of the world, are represented. The range of information 
offered, both technical and musical, is really staggering. Many valuable comparisons 
of duplications are made with past and current issues. The book is as indispensable 
to collectors as to librarians of all countries. (789-913)

A HISTORY OF RUSSIAN BALLET FROM ITS ORIGINS TO 
THE PRESENT DAY. Serge Lifar. Translated from the French by Arnold 
Haskell. Hutchinson, 21s. 1954. 234 cm. 328 pages. 55 illustrations. Index. 


An account, greater in interest than clarity, of how the Russian temperament has 
handled and developed the art learnt from eighteenth and nineteenth century 
French and Italian ballet-masters. The early chapters, derivative from, but freshly 
interpreting other Russian histories, are followed by others describing the phases 
of Diaghilev’s enterprise, sketchily mentioning certain dancers, teachers and choreo- 
graphers who then and later scattered through Europe and America to spread their 
traditions to a new generation. Finally a sustained attempt is made to trace from 
such material as is available in the West the fortunes of ballet during its first thirty 
years under the Soviets. (792-8)

THE ASCENT OF EVEREST. John Hunt. Hodder & Stoughton, 25s. 1953. 
23 cm. 320 pages. $6 plates (8 in colour). Drawings. Diagrams. Map. Tables. 
Glossary. Index. 


In his comprehensive account of this remarkably successful expedition, Sir John 
Hunt, after outlining the immense amount of necessary preparatory work, describes 
the approach march through the beautiful foothills of Nepal; the ascent of the 
Khumbu icefall and the arduous transport up it of three and a half tons of stores 
to the Western Cwm; the hard struggle to traverse the face of Lhotse to reach the 
South Col; and the fine first ascent by Bourdillon and Evans of the South Peak. 
Sir Edmund Hillary then gives a vivid account of the final climb over the difficult 
and narrow snow and rock ridge to the summit (29,002 ft.) The book is written 
in a modest and straightforward manner; the pages are enlivened by clever sketches, 
and the pictures are excellent. The nine appendices by members of the expedition 
will be a most valuable source of information for members of all future Himalayan 


expeditions. (796-52)

THE LITERARY ESSAYS OF EZRA POUND. Edited with an intro- 
duction by T. S. Eliot. Faber, 30s. 1954. 224 cm. 480 pages. Index. 


Mr. Pound has been in many ways the most revolutionary critic of the century for 
his views on poetic practice, his attacks on established reputations and his discoveries 
in the literatures of the past. This selection fully illustrates the power of his mind 
and the violence of his address: both are reflected in his prose which favours short 
ex cathedra statements but is ill-equipped to sustain a complex argument. The editor’s 
tactful introduction emphasises the value of Mr. Pound’s teachings on the art of 
writing and the peculiar timeliness of many of his revaluations. This is obviously a 
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book of the highest importance; the reader must be warned, however, to look with 
charity upon Mr. Pound’s overstatements on the one hand and his habitual under- 
estimation of his opponents on the other. (804)

The first number of 
The London Magazine contains part of a new novel by Elizabeth Bowen and poems 
by Louis MacNeice and William Plomer. L. P. Hartley introduces the novels of 
C. H. B. Kitchin. Harvey Breit writes a letter from New York. From younger or 
less well-known contributors come poems by Elizabeth Jennings and Thom Gunn, 
and stories by Pierre Gascar and Hugo Charteris. (805) 


THE THREE VOICES OF POETRY. T. S. Eliot. Cambridge University 
Press for the National Book League, 3s.6d. 1953. 184 cm. 24 pages. Paper covers. 


Into this eleventh National Book League Annual Lecture Mr. Eliot has compressed 
some of his finest criticism on the composition of poetry. He distinguishes three 
kinds of poetic utterance, the poet speaking to himself as in lyric, addressing an 
audience as in satire or epic, and speaking through the mouth of a character as in 
poetic drama. He ends by examining the process of creation as the poet experiences 
it. It requires a great poet to give such an account authority and a great critic to 
express it in such comprehensive terms: in this lecture the two roles are perfectly 


blended. (808-1) 


THE HAZARD OF MODERN POETRY. Erich Heller. Bowes & Bowes 
(Cambridge), 6s. 1953. 19 cm. 48 pages. 


A reprint of a series of broadcast talks in which Professor Heller discusses the 
difficulties of communication experienced by modern poets. He traces through 
European literature the steps in the dissociation of poetry from reality, from Plato’s 
attack on poetry as confusing men’s notion of the real down to the efforts of the 
Symbolists to replace a contemporary speech which had been worn threadbare. 
Professor Heller writes with originality and decision when he is comparing specific 
authors. His general conclusions are apt to be expressed in allegories which are more

THE APOLLO ANTHOLOGY. Compiled by Lucy Selwyn and Laurier 
Lister. Introduced by Cecil Day Lewis, Peggy Ashcroft and Angus Morrison. 
Murray, 12s.6d. 1953. 22$ cm. 184 pages. Index. 


The Apollo Society, founded during the war, consists of poets, musicians, actors and 
actresses and expert readers who have combined their talents to give recitals of 
poetry introduced or interspersed by music. This volume offers an extremely varied 
and skilfully chosen series of poetry and music programmes suitable for amateur 
as well as professional performers. There are valuable prefaces on the choice of 
programmes, the speaking of verse and the role of the musical element. The poetry 
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ranges from the ballads to modern verse. The selections are always well balanced, 


but it is perhaps surprising to find such great lyrists as Byron and Tennyson so 
slightly represented. (821-08) 


THE COLOUR AS NAKED. Patrick Anderson. McClelland & Stewart, 
(Toronto, Canada), $2*75. 1953. 204 cm. 94 pages. (Indian File, No. 6) 


Mr. Anderson, a young Canadian poet, does not, as yet, speak with an individual 
voice. Some of his poems are detached anecdotes, referring to characters by surname 
only and written in a cryptic style—these recall W. H. Auden; others reveal the 
influence of Dylan Thomas. Mr. Anderson does, however, give evidence of a vigour 
and a gift of phrase which make his work promising. (821-9C) 


English Drama 


THE SHAKESPEAREAN MOMENT and Its Place in the Poetry of the 
17th Century. Patrick Cruttwell. Chatto & Windus, 18s. 1954. 22} cm. 270 pages. 
Index. 


These essays, lucidly and persuasively written, analyse the unique blend of literary 
traditions prevailing at the opening of the seventeenth century, from which grew 
the mature verse of Shakespeare and Donne, the richest in texture of all English 
poetry. Although the drama is the central theme, the author also sketches the historical 
and ideological character of the seventeenth century mind during this brief span. 
The essay on Puritanism, which examines the effect of the doctrine of predestination 
on Jacobean dramatic literature, is the most original and gathers up in masterly 
fashion the main contentions of the book. (822-3) 


THE OVERREACHER. A Study of Christopher Marlowe. Harry Levin. 
Faber, 21s. 1954. 224 cm. 232 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 


More than any other Elizabethan, Professor Levin considers, Marlowe possessed the 
power of dramatising ideas: it is these ideas and their relation to the poet’s psychology 
which the book is devoted to explaining. This is an interesting and original approach, 
since Marlowe’s sources, his poetry and his dramatic technique have already been 
fairly fully explored. Marlowe’s heretical turn of mind and his admiration for 
Renaissance virtu as illustrated by Tamburlaine, Faustus and Mortimer have never 
been better appreciated. The analysis of the poet’s own temperament is inevitably 
rather more fanciful. An ambitious and exceptionally stimulating book. —_ (822-3) 


RICHARD III. William Shakespeare. Edited by John Dover Wilson. Cambridge 
University Press, 1ss. 1954. 184 cm. 344 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Stage history 
by C. B. Young. Genealogical table. Notes. Glossary. (New Shakespeare) 

The text of the play occupies only 139 of these 344 pages, so much has Dr. Dover 

Wilson to say about this controversial early tragedy of Shakespeare’s and the corrupt 

texts of the first Folio (which he treats as the prime authority) and the first six quartos, 

while Mr. Young gives sixteen pages to its performances in England from the 
sixteenth century to 1949, with a brief reference to American performances. The text 
incorporates a very large number of emendations, but as usual it is pleasantly 
inlicndeniad and free from references and footnotes. The text, date, sources, 
style, character and plot are very fully investigated, annotated and explained, but 

Dr. Dover Wilson judges the play to be almost entirely the work of Shakespeare.

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THE IRISH DRAMATIC MOVEMENT. Una Ellis-Fermor. 2nd edition. 
Methuen, 21s. 1954. 22cm. 260 pages. Bibliographical note. Chronologies. 
Indexes. 

This is by far the most comprehensive and penetrating study of the modern Irish 

dramia. While the treatment is critical rather than historical, the background of the 

leading personalities is incisively sketched and the book is well documented with an 
invaluable list of authorities. Professor Ellis~-Fermor is particularly skilful at conveying 
the stage effect of the plays she describes, a feat which few critics have succeeded in 
performing for W. B. Yeats whom she regards as the central figure of the movement. 
This second edition is supplemented by | a useful but all too brief chapter on the 
successors of the tradition, Sean O’Casey, Denis Johnston and Paul Vincent Carroll.

THE COLLECTED PLAYS OF TERENCE RATTIGAN. 2 vols. 
Hamish Hamilton, 15s. each. 1953. 20} cm. 374: 388 pages. 
Almost all of Terence Rattigan’s plays have been very successful, both in Britain 
and America. Each of these volumes contains five plays and a preface by the author. 
The plays have all been published before, and frequently revived. This publication, 
useful as it is, is therefore interesting chiefly for the prefaces. In the first, the author 
discusses his success, the audiences, critics and criticism, and concludes that it is the 
‘sense of theatre’ in his work that has caught and held the public. In the second, he 
seeks to analyse his gift and finds it to be an inherited, not acquired, perception that 
enables him to see his plays enacted, in imagination, on a stage before himself as 
audience.

DRAMATISTS OF TODAY. J. C. Trewin. Staples Press, 16s. 1953. 22 cm. 
240 pages. 15 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This work is modelled on a volume of criticism published in 1882, English Dramatists 
of To-day, by the great theatrical scholar and critic, William Archer. Like his 
predecessor, Mr. Trewin discusses briefly the playwrights belonging to ‘yesterday’ 
and ‘tomorrow’ while devoting the major part of his book to the present time, and 
here, whether writing about Masefield or Priestley, Eliot or Coward, he expresses 
his personal views, based on the immediate effect of the plays in the theatre. The 
illustrations are mostly of scenes from the current productions of the plays discussed. 
The volume concludes with a list of the dramatists’ principal full-length plays and a 
short book list. (822-9) 


English Fiction 
THOMAS HARDY. A Critical Biography. Evelyn Hardy. Hogarth Press, 25s 
19$4. 23 cm. 352 pages. 8 plates. Index. 


This is a critical discussion of the work of Thomas Hardy (1840-1928) to show his 
development as a novelist and poet, and to reveal significant features of his life, 
personality and thought. The detailed examination of his early, little knowa work 
and of his great novels shows that Hardy, throughout his life, was sensitive to and 
retentive of the details of emotion, incident and character. These stimulated his 
creative activity and are seen re-animated in the situations, characters, the setting of 
his novels and stories and in the problems that he presented in them. Hardy’s poet 

is shown as often complementary to his novels; it was his intuitive means of self- 
expression, and it enabled him to speak out with full force in The Dynasts, his greatest 
work. This outstanding book is fully documented, handles a mass of evidence with 
skill and clarity, and achieves its purpose admirably. (823-8) 
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THE MAUGHAM ENIGMA. An Anthology. Edited by Klaus W. Jonas. 
Peter Owen, 15s. 1954. 22 cm. 218 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 


In view of the interest which Mr. Maugham’s work has aroused in France, Germany 
and America it is remarkable that so few books have been written about him in 
Britain. This anthology selects thirty of the innumerable reviews, portraits, and 
essays published in recent years. If this material is scarcely fresh, much of it would 
otherwise be inaccessible and it has been carefully chosen to cover the whole of 
Mr. Maugham’s wide range. The best critiques are certainly those of Mr. V. S. 
Pritchett and Professor Woodburn Ross. It is a pity that a book intended as an 
eightieth birthday tribute should contain so many misprints. (823-9) 


English Essays 
SAMUEL JOHNSON. S. C. Roberts. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 
1954. 21}cm. 44 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 
The purpose of this essay is to show that “Boswell did not make Johnson’. Dr. Roberts 
makes it clear that Johnson’s twenty-six years’ literary career in London established 
him as a man of letters by 1763, when Boswell, then twenty-three, met him. Boswell 
was attracted to Johnson by the study of his works, and the great ‘clubbable’ con- 
versationalist of 1764 onwards was always, to Boswell, ‘the author of The Rambler’. 
Dr. Roberts’s treatment of his subject and his discussion of Johnson’s works give a 
just appreciation of Johnson and Boswell, and show that Boswell’s approach to 
Johnson is the right one. (824°6) 


Russian Literature 


THE SEAGULL and Other Plays. Anton Chehov. Translated from the Russian 
and with an introduction by Elisaveta Fen. Penguin Books, 2s. 1954. 18 cm. 
208 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

This new volume in the Penguin Classics contains five of Chehov’s plays. The first 

two, The Seagull and Uncle Vanya, are among Chehov’s masterpieces, familiar to 

many readers. The remaining three, The Bear, The Proposal and The Jubilee, are 
delightful comic sketches, which are less well known than they deserve to be. This 
volume, and the earlier one containing The Cherry Orchard, The Three Sisters and 

Ivanov, should help to familiarise a wider English public with Chehov’s exquisite 

work, and may perhaps encourage more frequent performance of his plays in English.

THE VOYAGE ALONE IN THE YAWL ROB ROY. John MacGregor. 
Edited, with an introduction, by Arthur Ransome. Hart-Davis, 9s.6d. 1954.

Arthur Ransome introduces this reprint of a book which first appeared in 1867. 
John MacGregor, famous as a canocist, was an idealist and philanthropist of insatiable 
energy and instant charm. Mr. Ransome portrays him sympathetically, while 
MacGregor’s own account of his single-handed journeys in the sixties, from London 
to Paris, in a yawl with a cargo of tracts, is one of the happiest and least self-conscious 
works of its kind ever written. It is illustrated with MacGregor’s own sketches, 
which add to its period flavour. (910°4) 
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THE VALE OF BERKELEY. Lewis Wilshire. Hale, 18s. 1954. 22cm. 
240 pages. 25 photographs. Map. Index. (Regional Books) 
An excellent example of a series dealing with the history and topography of various 
parts of Britain and primarily of value to local residents and prospective visitors. 
The novelist-author gives an informal but very readable account of the levels 
between the Cotswolds and the Severn, north of Bristol and south of Gloucester, 
with their ancient camps and castles, lovely villages, and rich pastures intersected 
by drainage rhines. There are many anecdotes about bygone personalities, and the 
author has much of interest to say concerning the Severn salmon fishery, the Severn 
Wildfowl Trust, and the ‘prison without bars’ at Tortworth Court. (914°2) 


SOUTHERN BAVARIA, with Excursions to Innsbruck and Salzburg. 
Handbook for Travellers. Karl Baedeker. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1953. 320 pages. 
133 sketches. 10 maps in colour. 6 plans. Glossary. Index. 

The fifth English post-war volume in this classic series of travellers’ guides, which 

was founded in 1828 and at one time included all Europe and North America, 

North Africa, and parts of Asia. The area covered by this voiume is the most popular 

holiday ground in Germany, greatly favoured at the present time by English-speaking 

tourists and mountain-climbers. The size of the book is just right for the pocket; 
the text, print, paper, binding, and three-colour maps are as admirable as ever; 
and the little pen-and-ink sketches of notable buildings, monuments, and land- 
scapes, and of coats-of-arms, are an agreeable new feature. (914°3) 


MY LATIN-AMERICAN DIARY. André Maurois. Translated from the 
French by Frank Jackson. Falcon Press, 7s.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 90 pages. 
A sympathetic and intelligent account of a lecture tour through Brazil, Argentina, 
Chile, Peru and Colombia. M. Maurois’ cultivated mind responded quickly to these 
young Latin countries and also to their non-Latin elements, so that he makes some 
wise observations and none that are foolish. The constant theme is less M. Maurois’ 
own lectures, which are modestly treated, than the assessment of the present and 
future of French culture in Latin America. The translation is very readable and the 
misprinting of names seldom prevents identification. A preface by Mr. G. S. Fraser 


equally displays the interpretative value of sympathy. (918) 


IDLE DAYS IN PATAGONIA. W.H. Hudson. Introduction by David R. 
Dewar. Dent, 8s.6d. 1954. 20cm. 264 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Uniform 
Edition) 

Almost all of Hudson’s books about his youthful days in South America rank high 

and this relation of his journey from Buenos Ayres to the region of the Rio Negro 

in Patagonia to explore the then almost untouched bird fauna is Hudson at his best. 

David Dewar’s introduction reveals some interesting facts about the reports of his 

bird studies which Hudson made to the Zoological Society of London, of which he 

was made a Corresponding Member. The appendix reprints Hudson’s report on 
the birds of Patagonia, made as a result of this trip, which appeared in the Society’s 

Proceedings for 1872. (918-27) 


Biography 

THE LIFE OF JOSEPH ADDISON. Peter Smithers. Oxford University Press, 
358. 1954. 23 cm. $04 pages. 4 plates. Sources. Index. 

Joseph Addison has attracted few biographers, and those who have written about 

him have not always been able to conceal their dislike of the man. Those, too, who 
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were mainly interested in the man of letters did not find a great deal to say about 
him, for Addison was a singularly unspectacular and self-effacing person. In this, the 
first full-length biography of Addison ever to be written, Mr. Peter Smithers has 
paid due attention to the writer and the coffee-house pundit, but the main value of 
this important book lies in its full and well-informed account of Addison’s political 
and administrative career, culminating in 1717 with his appointment as Secretary 
of State. If this is not an entirely new and unknown Addison, it is one that will 
agreeably surprise most twenticth-century readers. (92) 


THE DIARIES OF LEWIS CARROLL. Now first edited and supplemented 
by Roger Lancelyn Green. 2 vols. Cassell, 30s. each. 1954. 22} cm. 288: 350 
pages. 20: 20 illustrations. Note (Vol. I). Index (Vol. Il). 

The diaries of the author of Alice in Wonderland are now published for the first 

time. Lewis Carroll kept remarkably detailed journals of his peaceful academic life 

at Oxford from the age of twenty-three till his death at sixty-four. Four of the 
thirteen volumes have been lost and his Russian travels have been published 
separately, but for the last thirty-five years of his life the record is complete. These 

diaries lack the literary distinction of his stories and poems, but they provide a 

charming picture of his character and interests. They do much to explain his extra- 

ordinary understanding of children and they trace the inspiration of Alice and the 
imaginative world surrounding her. They also reveal Carroll as a life-long lover of 
the Victorian theatre, and as an extremely able photographer, much of his work 

being reproduced. The two volumes are admirably edited and annotated. _—_ (92) 


THE CAPTAIN-GENERAL. Being a Study of Lachlan Macquarie, Governor 
of New South Wales, 1809-1821. B. H. Travers. Shakespeare Head Press (Sydney, 
Australia), 21s. 1953. 224 cm. 294 pages. Portrait. Maps. Notes. Bibliography. 

This work, begun as a thesis at Oxford University, where the author was a Rhodes 

scholar, provides a well-documented account of one of Australia’s most effective 

early governors, who held his position at a time when the colony ceased to be merely 

a penal settlement and began to develop an independent life of its own, a change 

which Macquarie did much to foster. During his term of office, he undertook the 

rehabilitation of emancipated convicts, not always with popular approval; encouraged 

the founding of various manufacturing industries; assisted the establishment of a 

bank; improved the currency; and initiated a period of building which, architecturally, 

has proved to be one of Australia’s finest. Basil Travers has produced an informative 

and very readable account of a humane and many-sided man. (92) 


METTERNICH. Constantin de Grunwald. Translated from the French by 
Dorothy Todd. Falcon Press, 21s. 1953. 224 cm. 340 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The personality of Prince Metternich was an enigma to contemporaries, and has 

since puzzled many historians. Judgments have been distorted by prejudice, and 

students have been hampered by lack of access to important sources. The collapse 
of the Austro-Hungarian Empire opened up fresh manuscript sources, and the 
result was a monumental two-volume life by Professor von Srbik. The time has 
come for a popular interpretation of the meaning of all this research, and M. de 

Grunwald has attempted—with success—to provide it in this book. He has incor- 

porated new material, and presents Metternich as a human, intelligible figure, 

against the background of his country and his times. The reader is provided with 

a clear guide to the complexities of Congress Europe. (92) 
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SAINT THOMAS MORE. E. E. Reynolds. Burns Oates, 25s. 1953. 22 cm. 
390 pages. 22 illustrations. Genealogical table. References. Bibliography. Index. 


During the last half-century scholars have done much research into the life and 
writings of Sir Thomas More and his circle of friends. Much of that scholarship was 
brought together in the masterly biography by R. W. Chambers in 1935, but even 
since that date fresh discoveries have been made. Mr. Reynolds, who is a leading 
member of the Catholic Record Society, has incorporated this new material in a 
sympathetic study which naturally concentrates attention on the religious significance 
of More’s life rather than on its importance in the political or literary movements of 
the time. It is an attractive, scholarly, well-balanced life, with a useful bibliography 
and some interesting illustrations. (92) 


WILLIAM ROSCOE OF LIVERPOOL. George Chandler. Introduction 
by Sir Alfred Shennan. Batsford, 25s. 1954. 23 cm. 506 pages. 102 illustrations 
(7 in colour). Endpaper plans. Notes. Bibliography. Indexes. 


This book, sponsored by the City Council of Liverpool, marks the bicentenary of 
the birth of William Roscoe (1753-1831), rightly regarded as one of its greatest sons. 
In the critical period of Liverpool's commercial expansion Roscoe was well qualified 
to help the city’s development along the right social, political and cultural lines. 
He was by nature a fearless reformer and his scholarship, which gained him world 
repute as an historian and botanist, and his zeal as an art collector and bibliophile 
exerted the cultural influence which enriches Liverpool to this day. His poems, 
collected here, reflect his personality and interests and form a social document of 
this period in Liverpool’s history. The book is important in revealing the effect 
of civic ‘patriotism’ on national history. (92) 


REMINISCENCES OF SIR WALTER SCOTT’S RESIDENCE 
IN ITALY, 1832. Sir William Gell. Edited by G. H. Needler. Burns & 
MacEachern (Toronto, Canada), $2-00. 1953. 214 cm. §6 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
4 plates. 

Because of Gell’s close association with Sir Walter Scott on the Italian tour, he was 

requested to write the Reminiscences for use by Lockhart in the latter’s projected 

Life of Scott. Lockhart used about three-fifths of the whole and the manuscript he 

used has never been traced. Gell’s copy, never published, found its way to Toronto 

where it remains in a private collection. The editor deemed the manuscript important 

enough to be printed in its complete form, recording as it does the last days of a 

great man. Here also is reproduced the original of the little portrait sketch of Sir 

Walter made by Morani which has often been considered the best likeness. (92) 


THE TRAVAIL OF RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. Nine Biographical Studies. 
Roland H. Bainton. Lutterworth Press, 15s. 1953. 224 cm. 266 pages. Illustrations. 
Sources. Index. 


The present study tells the story, through the medium of nine biographical sketches, 
of the struggle for religious liberty in the West, and chiefly within Protestantism, 
from the late fifteenth to the late seventeenth century. Dividing his biographies 
into three groups, the author deals in the first group with two persecutors, Torquemada 
and Calvin, and one victim of persecution, Michael Servetus. The second group— 
Castellio, Joris, Ochino—illustrates the struggle for liberty on the Continent, and 
the third—Milton, Roger Williams, John Locke—the struggle in England and the 
Colonies. This illuminating and readable volume deserves to be widely read. (922) 
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WHO’S WHO IN BRITISH SCIENCE, 1953. Leonard Hill, 42s. 1953. 
224 cm. 300 pages. 
This new reference book gives particulars, including appointments, education, 
special subjects and publications, of over 3,000 British scientists, including mathe- 
maticians, statisticians, economists, psychologists, anthropologists and archaeologists, 
in the Universities and schools, the Civil Service and industry. Its incomplete coverage 
makes it less useful than it should be: some well-known names are missing, and 
the entries are compressed as much as possible, so that dates of present and past 
appointments and of publications are omitted. It is to be hoped that the Editorial 
Panel will be able to make future editions very much fuller and to establish the work 
as a worthy counterpart of American Men of Science. (925)

ROYAL AIR FORCE 1939-1945. Vol. IL THE FIGHT AT ODDS. 
Denis Richards. H.M. Stationery Office, 13s.6d. 1953. 22 cm. 444 pages. 17 photo- 
graphs. 21 maps and diagrams. Glossary. Index. 

This, the first of three official volumes on the history of the Royal Air Force during 

the Second World War, takes the story up to 1941. As a background Mr. Richards 

prefaces his narrative with a sketch of the international and political situation of the 
five critical years preceding the war. He has then pieced together skilfully and 
sympathetically the story of the R.A.F. in the early days of the conflict, when it was 
compelled to fight against great odds. Then follow accounts of the many other 
activities of the growing Force, over the sea and in diverse parts of the world. The 
author has been able to draw on many personal accounts of the men who took part 
in these arduous operations, and has succeeded in producing a book worthy of the 
subject. (940°544) 


THE COLDITZ STORY. P. R. Reid. Pan Books, 2s. 1954. 18 cm. 224 pages. 
Paper covers. 
The story of escapes and attempts to escape by prisoners of many nationalities from 
the special German camp in Colditz Castle. This is one of the best escape books of the 
last war. It was first published in 1952. (940°547) 
Britain 
THE STORY OF ENGLAND. Vol. I. Makers of the Realm. Arthur Bryant. 
Collins, 16s. 1953. 22 cm. 400 pages. Index. 
The author has won distinction as a popular historian equipped with a profound 
understanding of the English story. His scholarly studies of some phases of English 
history have shown a wide circle of readers that serious historical work can be 
fascinating reading when written by one who takes the trouble to write it well. 
With this book Dr. Bryant embarks on an ambitious enterprise: a three-volume 
narrative history of England from the earliest times, not a textbook concerned with 
dates but an interpretation appealing to the imagination of the rising generation, 
emphasising the deep spiritual values in that story. This first volume brings the 
narrative down to the age of Edward I. It is popularisation of a high order, and should 
add greatly to its author’s reputation. (942) 


CROMWELL’S GENERALS. Maurice Ashley. Cape, 21s. 1954. 23 cm. 
256 pages. 11 illustrations. Chapter bibliographies. Index. 

Some years ago Mr. Ashley published one of the best studies of Oliver Cromwell 

as a Conservative Dictator (1937). He has now filled out his period picture with a 
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series of portraits of Cromwell’s principal generals—among whom are included 
what are now properly called admirals. The figures best remembered are Robert 
Blake, George Monk and Henry Ireton, but perhaps the ablest, as a natural soldier, 
was Lambert, and the most remarkable, Harrison, who died bravely, at the Restoration 
of Charles II, as a regicide. Mr. Ashley has contrived with much skill to combine 
his series of brief biographies with a conspectus of the main events of the Common- 
wealth. His narrative gift ensures interest, be his immediate subject never so 
intractable. (942-06)

THE NIGERIA HANDBOOK. Crown Agents for the Colonies for the 
Government of Nigeria: Government Printer (Lagos, Nigeria), 15s. 1953. 244 cm. 


350 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 87 photographs. 10 maps (4 in colour). Tables. 
Bibliography. Index. 


This first appearance of a post-war official Handbook to Nigeria is signalised by 
admirable production, first-class photographs, and an excellent text dealing with 
most aspects of life and activities within the country. Whilst many of the sections 
have rather clearly been produced by officials of the Government Department 
concerned, there are also chapters on Nigerian Art, Associations and the Visitor to 
Nigeria. Some official statistics and information (e.g. the membérship of the various 
Councils, Customs Duties, Post Offices) are given in an appendix. (966-9)

OTONABEE PIONEERS. The Story of the Stewarts, the Stricklands, the 
Traills and the Moodies. G. H. Needler. Burns & MacEachern (Toronto, Canada), 
$3-25. 1953. 22cm. 178 pages. 9 plates. Bibliography. Endpaper maps. 

This interesting study of life in the Peterborough region of Eastern Ontario during 

the 1820s describes the cultural impact of four cultivated English and Irish families 

on a frontier community. Samuel Strickland, a militiaman and later an official of 
the Canada Company, with his two sisters, Susannah Moodie and Catharine Parr 

Traill, wrote books which have become classics of Canadian literature. T. A. Stewart 

was instrumental in opening the Otonabee River region for settlement, while his 

wife (Frances Browne) is remembered as the author of Our Forest Home. The author 
is a professor emeritus of the University of Toronto. . (971°3) 


FICTION 
General 


DOM CASMURRO. Machado de Assis. Translated from the Portuguese by 
Helen Caldwell. W. H. Allen, 12s.6d. 1953. 20 cm. 240 pages. 


This accomplished novel of middle-class family life in nineteenth century Brazil 
made its first appearance in 1900. It displays the same mature sense of character as 
the brilliant Epitaph of a Small Winner, but the story seems a somewhat more contrived 
affair. It is cast in the form of the intimate memoirs of an elderly lawyer. The main 
motive of the action is provided by the hero’s fatal suspicion of his wife, suggested 
by parallels to the plot of Othello, and no less impossible to satisfy than the jealousy 
of the Moor. The experience and disillusion of the elderly narrator are subtly 
contrasted with the ardour of the same character as a young man. 
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THE ALDERMAN’S SON. Gerald Bullett. Michael Joseph, 128.6d. 1954. 
20$ cm. 224 pages. 


This is an imaginative reconstruction of the first nineteen years of Shakespeare’s 
life, a period which little is positively known. Mr. Bullett draws no infant 
prodigy or budding genius aloof from his fellows, but shows a boy zestfully enjoying 
life with his companions, and having a family life, education, social amenities and 
opportunities of a career possible for a prosperous alderman’s son. The author, 
however, makes him insatiably curious, alive to natural beauties, observant of the 
mannerisms and speculative about the character of his fellows, and retentive of 
experiences. An authentic social and historical background is given to this fascinating 
story. 


THE COLOURS OF THE DAY. Romain Gary. Translated from the French 
by Stephen Becker. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 272 pages. 


There is much tenderness, intelligence, and wisdom in this book, but M. Gary has 
chosen to enclose these qualities in a mush of affectation, like so many stones inside 
a snowball. His characters—airmen volunteering for service in Korea—disguise 
their romantic belief in Idealism and Humanity by deriding them in a voice near to 
tears—a sentimental Franco-American counterpart to the sterner British stiff upper 
lip. Nevertheless, this book, describing a love affair in Nice during the carnival, 
is worth reading for the qualities already mentioned. 


THE LITTLE ARK. Jan de Hartog. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
216 pages. 

In The Little Ark Jan de Hartog tells the story of the floods that tragically inundated 
Holland in 1953. He describes the disaster through the eyes of two children, orphans 
cared for by a pastor, who, when the floods sweep in, are in the tower ringing the 
bells to warn the villagers. They are thus saved and escape in a houseboat. Many 
grim experiences follow, but when the waters subside they return to their tower 
and ring the bells to call the survivors to a thanksgiving service. This unusual book 
has considerable documentary interest. 


A BED OF ROSES. William Sansom. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
284 pages. 

Recent books by William Sansom have been interesting for, among other things, 
their style and their setting. His new story is well up to standard in both these respects: 
the writing is exact and lucid in statement, sensuous and image-rich in description, 
while the setting is on shipboard and in Spain. The story itself might be described as 
‘the love story of a cad’ and seems a rather laborious contrivance which enables 
Mr. Sansom to give us seascapes and landscapes, fairs, bull fights, handsome men, 
beautiful women—a tasteful and luxurious travelogue. 


THE GIPSY IN THE PARLOUR. Margery Sharp. Collins, 10s.6d. 1953. 
19} cm. 256 pages. 
In this charming story three stalwart, amply-petticoated Amazons await, in their 
farmhouse, a new recruit to their number, and from this moment onwards their busy, 
purposeful lives absorb all our attention. We admire their beauty and industry, and 
marvel at their patience with the worthless creature who, instead of joining their 
ranks, enjoy a decline in the parlour. The story is told us by a precocious London 
child who spends her summers at the farm and who, albeit unconsciously, takes a 
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hand in ridding her aunts of their unwelcome guest. This novel shows strength of 
purpose and subtlety of understanding, and introduces people one wishes one 
could have met. 


THE GAMBLING GHOST and Other Tales. Dal Stivens. Angus & Robertson 
(Sydney, Australia, and London), 13s.6d. 1953. 21 cm. 124 pages. Illustrations. 


Dal Stivens is one of Australia’s foremost short story writers. The conciseness of 
expression and brilliance of imagination displayed in these tales, based mainly on 
legendary characters of the outback country of New South Wales, make them 
excellent entertainment. The author is a master of the tall story; and his dry wit is 
supplemented by H. J. Rothe’s amusing illustrations. Many of the stories have already 
appeared in English and Australian periodicals, and Stivens was aided in writing them 
by the award of a Fellowship of the Commonwealth Literary Fund. 


THE SCARLET FRONTIER. E. V. Timms. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, 
Australia, and London), 16s. 1953. 224 cm. 318 pages. 


This, the sixth book in E. V. Timms’s saga of life in the early days of Australia, is 
set in Queensland, and gives a vivid picture, not only of people and scenes in the 
town of Brisbane, but also of life on a cattle station on the farther fringes of settlement, 
constantly menaced by the fierce aborigines of the district, who in their turn have 
only too often suffered outrages from the whites. The central characters, three 
strange and beautiful sisters, are well drawn, as are many of the minor characters; 
and the whole makes a dramatic and exciting tale. 


THE DEVIL and FAMILY HAPPINESS. Leo Tolstoy. Translated from 
the Russian by April FitzLyon. Spearman & Calder, 11s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
220 pages. 

New translations of Tolstoy’s minor works should be welcomed as one means of 

drawing attention to his mastery as a writer. Family Happiness is the most serene 

and subtle of his short novels, but it has never caught the attention of English readers 
of Tolstoy, who find War and Peace and Anna Karenina as much as they can manage. 

The Devil is devoted to another strain in Tolstoy, the obsession with sexual desire, 

and its evil consequences. It is much better than most contemporary novels on that 

popular theme. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE MAN WHO SHOT BIRDS and Other Tales of Mystery and Detection. 
Mary Fitt. Macdonald, 9s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 208 pages. 

Mary Fitt’s many novels of crime and mystery have always been characterised by 
first-class writing, a very original twist and a shrewd and lively portrayal of 
character. These qualities are evident, too, in this collection of a dozen tales. They 
are related by a country doctor, Fitzbrown (known to Miss Fitt’s readers) and an 
elderly solicitor, whose aide-de-campe is a very perspicacious Siamese cat. The back- 
ground is the English country town or village and all of the stories are immensely 


readable. 


DETECTION UNLIMITED. Georgette Heyer. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 294 pages. Plan. 


No sadism, no sex, no horrors; a keen eye for character and setting, a good-natured 
enjoyment of the social comedies of English country life, a clever plot (involving 
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the murder of a lawyer in a village) and a lively style. From these ingredients Miss 
Heyer has once again provided excellent light entertainment, with an unexpected 
but satisfying conclusion. 


Reprints 


THERE’S NO HOME. Alexander Baron. Pan Books, 2s. 1954. 17$ cm. 
192 pages. Paper covers. 


It is the banality of Mr. Baron’s story that is its point—for the experiences it describes 
must have befallen thousands of men and women during the last war. A battalion 
of British troops rests from the fighting in a foreign town (in this case Catania, 
Sicily), the soldiers and the local population get to know each other, men and women 
fall in love—then the soldiers move on, in the necessity of war to forget and be 
forgotten. A poignant theme well handled. The book was first published in 1950. 


THE RETURN. Walter de la Mare. Pan Books, 2s. 1954. 174 cm. 224 pages. 
Paper covers. 


First published in 1910, The Return was revised in 1945 and this revised version is 
followed in the present cheap edition. Although lacking the magic of Mr. de la 
Mare’s poetry, the book is similarly concerned with the contemporaneity of past 
and present and the immanent relationship of the spiritual world with the material. 
It tells of a man who, falling asleep in a churchyard, is possessed by the spirit of an 
oo century suicide. Mr. de la Mare describes the man’s struggle to be free 
of his unwanted ‘second self’ in prose that is plain and graceful, informative and 
mysterious. 


I LIVE UNDER A BLACK SUN. Edith Sitwell. Reprint. Peter Owen, 6s. 
1954. 18 cm. 254 pages. 
First published in 1937, this is Dr. Sitwell’s only novel. It has an important place 
among the author’s works, and is an outstanding piece of modern fiction, in spite 
of the fact that it is an experiment only partly successful. Founded upon letters and 
other written evidence, it transposes the story of Jonathan Swift’s relations with 
Stella and Vanessa to modern times, treating the material in terms of the contemporary 
novel. The book is full of passion and splendour, analysing human experience with 
precision and understanding. The prose has many passages of beauty and magnificence. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 


POCAHONTAS or The Nonpareil of Virginia. David Garnett. Abridged and 
edited by Denys Thompson. Chatto & Windus, 4s.9d. 1954. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
Maps. Notes. List of books. (Queen’s Classics) 


One of the first volumes of a new series of books, most attractively printed and 
bound, which have been tactfully abridged and edited, keeping to the words of the 
original. They are suitable for young readers in their teens, but will also appeal to 
adult readers who prefer abridged versions, for they were not written for children. 
This well-known novel, first published in 1933, is a moving, well-written story of 
the English colonists in Virginia at the beginning of the seventeenth century and the 
life of the Indian princess, Pocahontas, from the time when she saves Captain John 
Smith from execution to her death in England in 1617. 
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IN HAZARD. A Sea Story. Richard Hughes. Chatto & Windus, 4s.6d. 1954. 
19 cm. 158 pages. (Queen’s Classics) 

Richard Hughes’s adult novel In Hazard was first published in 1938. Here, the 
author has edited and slightly abridged this tense story of the sea to make it acceptable 
to young people in their teens. It tells of a momentous week on board a steamship 
caught in an appalling hurricane in the Caribbean Sea, and depicts the superhuman 
efforts of Captain and crew in their battle against the elements and in the struggle to 
keep their damaged ship afloat. It is a realistic and gripping narrative. 


GOOD LUCK TO THE RIDER. Joan Phipson. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, 
Australia, and London), 128.6d. 1953. 224 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 

This book has recently been awarded equal first prize for general excellence in format 
and content in the annual competition conducted by the Children’s Book Council 
of New South Wales. It is a well told story of Australian country children, and the 
foal they find and train. The backgrounds are realistic; and the day by day life of 
the Trevor family is typical of that lived on many Australian sheep stations, including 
such activities as camping out, mustering and participating in country shows. The 
text is ably supplemented bv the attractive illustrations, to produce a book which 
should appeal to most children between the ages of ten and fourteen years.

THE HORSE THROUGH THE AGES. Cecil G. Trew. Methuen, 8s.6d.

The horse is the largest of domesticated animals and comes in rather a special category 
almost next to the dog. With some people, especially those in their early teens for 
whom this book is written, the horse is almost a cult. To these especially it will be 
interesting and valuable to have in this form (i.e. condensed from the larger work 
The Story of the Horse) a summary of its evolution, breeding and uses. The historical 
part traces the development of special characters in different parts of the world with 
special attention to battle and the chase; the last section surveys the social importance 
of the horse in English history. 


THE WONDER BOOK OF BIBLE STORIES. Re-told by David Kyles. 
Ward, Lock, 12s.6d. 1953. 25$ cm. 264 pages. 33 colour plates by Henry Coller.

This book contains a hundred and twenty Bible stories: fifty-nine from the Old 

Testament and sixty-one from the New Testament. They are told in plain, but not 

over-simplified language, consistent with the tone and dignity of the Authorised 

Version. Dialogue is used liberally, and some of the great passages and sayings are 

directly quoted. The significance of the stories or their moral import is drawn 

without any sectarian interpretation. Teachers and parents who are concerned 
that children should be acquainted with these stories should find them keenly 
appreciated by children from six to twelve.
